A m;ijor assault on Salt Creek could he 


coming and may involve the effort of 
park districts and municipalities from 
Bensrnville to Rosrlle to Addison and ev- 
erything in-between. 


A Salt Creek study committee plans to 


meet with federal Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice representatives May 
l<> to discuss 


the "whys" and "hov/s". "do's" and 
"don'ts" of what can be done to cleanup 
the creek and adjacent land. 


The Klmhurst Park District has been 


instrumental in getting the study under 


way. 
Its director Ron Johnson told the 


Register Friday he plans to invite all 
municpalitics. 
plan 
commissions 
and 


park districts in the Salt Creek water- 
shed basin to this month's gathering. 
This includes Wood Dale : which is right 
on Salt Creek). Itasca. Medinah, Roselle. 
Bloomingdale. Addison, Villa Park and 
Elmhurst. 


JOHNSON SAID THE Bensenville park 


district may be involved since it extends 
west of Route 8li, the edge of the basin. 
The 
other 
communities 
are 
cither 


directly in contact with "the most pol- 


luted body of water in this county" or 
have waterways which could be affected 
by watershed runoff. 


Elmhurst is interested in a specific 


five miles of river edge along the creek, 
so the municipalities and park districts 
of Addison and Villa Park were first con- 
sulted. Johnson said. The plan is now to 
broaden discussion on the creek's prob- 
lems and get more involved with their 
solutions, he added. 


The group's goals are to cooperate ac- 


tion in development and use of lands in 


the Salt Creek water basin (flood plain): 
communicate with each other and agree 
on future use of the creek; reduce pollu- 
tion; seek public ownership of all open 
space land on the creek, perhaps through 
state or county purchase: provide for 
recreational use of public lands and seek 
methods to reduce the damage from 
flooding. 


WILLIAM DRURY. Addison's village 


administrator, said Friday the meetings 
will probably be "more of a political 
ballgame since it involved policy making 


and funding, so administrators will prob- 
ably stay out of the initial action unless 
requested." 


"We would like to clean up Salt Creek 


like the rest of the people." John Adam- 
son, Wood Dale village administrator, 
said Friday. 


"Our effluent from the sewage treat- 


ment plant that goes into Salt Creek 
helps to clean the creek up." 


Adamson 
explained 
he 
felt 
Wood 


Dale's efforts in stopping pollution in Salt 
Creek was improving the waterway. The 


B.O.D. (pollution counti is lower belo,\ 
the sewage plant that above, accordiiu 
to several village surveys, he said. Ho 
also promised to attend the May 19 meo:- 
ing if invited. 


WHEN ASKED HOW much floodir: 


was caused by Salt Creek in Addison. 
Drury replied. "Not much. The east sido 
is more likely to flood, but there really 
isn't that much of a problem. The bo.-: 
thing I would like to see come of tho 
study and any follow-up action :s :o de- 
velop the creek area into a nature area, 
not specifically for recreation."

"Kids who were conscientious objec- 


tors had to use college deferments be- 
cause the draft boards made it difficult 
to receive conscientious objector status," 
he said. Dan said he may eventually go 
to college, but right now he is waiting to 
receive the proper forms to file for a 
conscientious objector status. 


"I DON'T personally see why students 


should adjust their plans because of the 
Vietnam War." said Norman West, Fen- 
ton principal. "I feel the students should 
continue to prepare themselves for a job 
or for college without regard to the war. 
A person must plan his life in terms of 
his future career." 


West thought the war was probably one 


of the biggest reasons students wished to 
avoid the draft. He said Nixon's promise 
to de-escalate the war might lessen the 
anxieties students have about the draft, 
but 
in the meantime they "must go 


ahead and plan for the future."

Addison Road-Expressway Hookup Planned 


In Ki:\ IIAHIMICKK 


The PuPage County Highway Depart- 


ment has initiated tentative plans to ex- 
tend Addisnn Koad north, across Irving 
Park, to eventually hook up with the El- 
gin-O'Hare Kxpressway interchange at 
Ttiorndale and Prospect roads, the Reg- 
ister has learned. 


"We II probably run a survey this sum- 


mer and see what it is going to cost." 
Kevin Carroll, a county highway engi- 
neer, said Friday. "A possible structure 
over i ho Milwaukee R R. may have to be 
built and there are involvements with 
Sprmgbronk and Salt creeks. The cost of 
tin1 project may be out of the question." 


The north extension of Addison Road 


will run parallel to Prospect Road and 
curve west over to the proposed Elgin- 
D'llare cloverleaf The four main roads 
that will meet at the expressway inter- 
change are Arlington Heights. Prospect. 
Thorndali' and now, Addison Road. 


nH'NTV IIK.IIUAY officials indicated 


that Howard Selcke. Addison township 
commissioner of highways, has led a 


Exclusive 


group of people who would like to see the 
county extend Addison Road. 


"They want to hook up Addison Road 


with Arlington Heights Road and alle- 
viate much of the traffic," stated Car- 
roll. 


Commissioner Selcke brought plans for 


the proposed Addison Road extension to 
the Itasca Planning Commission April 
14. 


"We were aware of the extension at 


our last meeting," said Charles Hodgin, 
planning commission chairman. 


The Addison Road extension is consid- 


ered extremely important with regard to 
recent boundary disputes between Itasca 
and Wood Dale and the controversy rag- 
ing over the future annexation of over 80 
acres by Carl ton Industries. 


Both towns have been competing open- 


ly for Carlton with Itasca having the 
edge because Wilbcrt Nottke. Itasca vil- 
lage president, owned a key 20 acres ad- 
joining the Carlton property. Nottke's 20 
acres offered the only apparent reason- 
able iiccess to the proposed 
80-acre 


Carelton development. 


WOOD DALE has adamantly objected 


to the possible Carlton annexation to 
Itasca on grounds that it was a violation 
of its common boundary. Carlton proper- 
ty lies east of Prospect Road and in four 
of Wood Dale's taxing districts. 


The Register learned Friday a pre-an- 


nexation agreement between Wood Dale 
and Carlton will be discussed this week. 


Previously, Wood Dale has been in a 


poor bargaining position because it could 
not offer an adequate roadway into the 
Carlton property. The village was in the 
position of being forced to negotiate with 
Carlton for a $65,000 bridge across Spring 
Brook Creek as its sole access to the in- 
dustrial property. 


Efforts to get a commitment for a rail- 


sion had been made aware of the pos- 


road crossing north of Irving Park were 
also unsuccessful. 


With the extension of Addison Road in- 


tersecting the !iO-acre Carlton land, Wood 
Dale now has an obvious access to the 
controversial property. 


"The Addison Road extension will give 


us the road access we've been looking 
for." Dr. Ralph Madonna, Wo.od Dale 
commissioner said. ''We have always 
been in favor of an extension of Addison 
Road. The only stumbling block was the 
cost of the bridge over the railroad." 


APPARENTLY. COUNTY highway of- 


ficials are also aware of that costly con- 
struction because they indicated that an 
excessive cost may scuttle the project. 


Reportedly. Carlton has 
successfully 


negotiated the annexation of its 80 acres 
into Wood Dale and are now conferring 
with Nottke to purchase his property or 
have it brought into Itasca as M-l zoning 
(industrial). 


Nottke denied his property was for sale 


and stated April 19 that he had "no 
knowledge of a proposed extension of Ad- 
dison Road." Itasca's Planning Commis- 


sible Addison extension four days earlier 
at its regular meeting. 


"IT'S PRETTY much in the planning 


stage," a county highway engineer ad- 
mitted. "What Selcke (township highway 
commissioner) wants is a ground-swell- 
ing of local support for the project." 


That swell of approval has already 


been forthcoming by Wood Dale officials, 
mainly. Commissioner Madonna. 


"Obviously the western suburbs, with 


its growth potential, needs another main 
north-south road." stated Madonna. 


Although the road would ease traffic 


congestion, there appears to be further 
speculation on what would happen to 
nearby Prospect Road. Some observers 
feel it would be phased out and the rail- 
road has indicated that an Addison ex- 
tension would create too many inter- 
secting main roadways between the two 
towns. One of the roads may have to be 
dissolved. 


County officials stated that they will 


conduct more extensive research into the 
Addison Road extension by the first of 
the summer.

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County Is To Get Thorough 'Going-Over

the next few years DuPace County will 
be analyzed, categorized, compared, 
studied, examined and investigated like 
i' never has been before. 


A ma's of 
information 
on trans- 


portation, land use. economy, public fa- 
cilitirs and soil and water will be com- 
pilid by tin- DuPagc County Planning 
Commission. 


THK IMIKMBKR commission will su- 


pervise the numerous studies which will 
pruvicfc information needed to develop a 
comprehensive plan for the county. 


Many of the studies uill he based on 


information from the l!>~n census and a 
treat deal of data will bo a\ailablc bv 


.June 1971, wher a set of goals and objec- 
tives for future county development will 
be formulated by the planning commis- 
sion. 


At its April meeting, the third time the 


group officially met. the commission ap- 
proved a study by the Soil Conservation 
Service and will recommend probably to 
the DuPage County Baard of Supervisors 
that it enter Into a contract for the study. 


THE PLANNING commission, which 


was legally established by the county 
board Sept 25. 1969 and had members 
appointed1 to it last December, has a 
budget which is set by the board. The 
board approves any expenditures made 
by the planning commission. 


The study by the Soil Conservation Ser- 


vice will take two years and cost the 


county S28.000. with the federal govern- 
ment paying another $28.000 When it's 
done, the planning commission will know 
what types of soils are in the county, 
which are suitable for ?onstruction. and 
where the various flood plain areas are 
located. 


Another study beginning this June will 


be a land use survey, an analysis of what 
is in the county now and how it is used. 
Conducting this county building census 
this summer will be four college students 
studying planning curriculums in school. 


JOSEPH H. ABEL, director of plan- 


ning for the county, said last week the 
commission would probably 
undertake 


studies in ''economics, transportation, 
water and sewer facilities, recreational 
areas and housing." 


Abel, as director of planning advises 


the commission and heads the tiny coun- 
ty planning department which is still 
largely dependent on the county building 
and zoning department. 


He believes immediate action is neces- 


sary. 


"We can't sit around and wait until we 


have a plan formalized before we take 
any action," Abel said. 


"WE'VE ALREADY MADE sugges- 


tions to the zoning department about a 
subdivision in the southern part of the 
county and are responsible for reviewing 
all requests for federal funds by all local 
governments," Abel said. 


Abel said he would like his department 


to have two distinct branches, one to be 
involved \\ith the day-to-day devel- 


opment that is going on right now in the 
county and one to concentrate on the 
comprehensive plan. The decisions and 
recommendations of both branches would 
be inter-dependent and inseparable. 


The planning department will also be 


seeking feed-back reactions from the 
people 
Abel has been meeting with 


homeowners' 
groups 
throughout the 


county and meeting with individual com- 
munity leaders. 


THE COMMISSION'S approval or re- 


jection of any given local project apply- 
ing for federal funds would be based 
mainly on ''whether it was a duplication 
of some service or facility," Abel said 


Abel, who assumed his responsibilities 


three months ago. sees the planning de- 
partment and commission as "a clearing 


house" that public and private agencio 
mvohed with county development mic.u 
tap for mformat.on. 


''We will be working with other county 


departments like public works and high- 
way and local and fedeial departments, 
so we will ha\e a vast amount of infor- 
mation tnat each of '.hem will be able to 
use. 


"For instance we would know when 


there will be a major earth-moving oper- 
ation going on in an area for installation 
of sewer lines It uill be our obligation to 
inform companies like Commonwealth 
Edison to see if they can coordinate any 
capital improvement program like laying 
cables \vth the seuer project. Our job 
will be to coordinate ard hopefully sa\e 
the tiixoavcrs monev." he said.

major causes of shock in human beings." 
He said these included: I) tho inability of 
blood to adequately diffuse through the 
heart; '2' a kidney breakdown; 3) the ef- 
fect of anti-biotics used to control a 
serious Infection, 4) blood clotting and 5) 
what is known as Cardio-Genic shock, in 
which a patient doesn't respond to elec- 
tronic impulses because of serious brain 
damage. 


"In order to bring the patient around, 


the drugs used today 
increase the 


amount of work that has to be done by 
the heart to increase the outflow of blood 
by the heart," he explained, ''This can 
often be fatal.

heart and opens up the kidney while put- 
ting a minimum amount of effort on the 
heart."

The drug has been going through tests 


at the Arnar-Stone Laboratories for the 
past seven years and is currently under- 
going review by the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration (FDA) to determine 
its 


safety and effectiveness. 


ZAROSLINSKI said the testing of the 


drug has included "the stability of the 
chemicals," its "activity" when injected 
into animals at the laboratory, and the 
effects of "over doses" of the drug on 
animals, called a toxicity test. 


Because the drug is undergoing what 


Zaroslinski terms "Investigational ex- 
emption" by the FDA, it may be used in 
emergency cases by various medical 
men throughout the country on human 
beings. 


The drug is currently being used in 


clinical studies at 40 major medical cen- 
ters in the U.S., including John Hopkins, 
Harvard, Stanford. UCLA, Emory and 
Columbia University Medical Schools, as 
well as the National Institute of Health, 
Bethesda, MD. 


"Every few weeks we get a call from 


someone who used the drug successful- 
ly," said Zaroslinski. "In fact, just this 
weekend we got a call from a doctor at 
John Hopkins Medical School who used it 
successfully on a dieing patient." 


ARNAR-STONE Laboratories has been 


the medical home of Zaroslinski for the 
past 12 years. A supplier of pharmaceu- 
tical drugs to hospitals, the laboratories 
also manufacture Americaine brand oint- 
ments and aerosol antiseptics, an over- 
the-counter medication which can be pur- 
chased at drugstores. 


"The 
funds for our drug research 


comes from our profits," explained Za- 
roslinski. "Virtually all of the research 
we do and the employment of our own 
scientists come from a certain proportion 
of our earnings, we also assist those clin- 
ics working on our projects." 


Of the 200 persons under employment 


at Arnar-Stone, 20 young men and wom- 
en comprise the research staff. 


About three rooms of the laboratory 


building are filled with animals used in 
the experimentation of new drugs, like 
INTROPIN. Dogs, monkeys, rats and 
guinea pigs are among the variety of ani- 
mals used. 


ZAROSLINSKI said the animals are 


raised and bred at farms under contract 
by medical firms especially for use in 
.scientific experimentation. 


"If you brought in a household pet we 


couldn't use it," said Zaroslinski. "The 
dog probably has a lot of things wrong 
with it, like a weak kidney or heart, and 
the experimentation would bo mean- 
ingless. 


"The animajs we have here arc treated 


better than at most kennels. In fact, ani- 
mal inspectors from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture come in every now 
and then to check them. 


"I can honestly say I've never seen an 


animal abused (luring by 12 years here. 
We have a policy that anyone caught 
abusing an animal is fired without no- 
tice." 


Among the pharmeceutical products 


distributed by Arnar-Stone included 12 
different tablet forms of medicine. More 
than 32 million tablets were distributed 
to hospitals last year. 


ZAROSLINSKI is also working on a 


hypnotic drug called SOPOR which in- 
duces what he calls "a more natural 
sleep." 


"It was found that the more popular 


sleeping tablets gave patients, older 
patients in particular, hallucinations," he 
explained, "like going on a trip without 
taking LSD." 


"This drug was found to produce a 


sleep more closely associated with nor- 
mal sleep." 


Zaroslinski added there are a large 


number of suicides attributed to sleeping 
tablets containing barbituates. He said a 
person can take as many as 100 SOPOR 
pills without causing noticable damage, 
while 20 barbituate tablets "would in 
most cases be fatal." 


Arnar-Stone Laboratories, which was 


founded by Raymond Stone back in 1945, 
was once merely a store-front building 
on Wells Street in Chicago. 


Today it is a significant manufacturer 


of drugs in the American Hospital Supply 
Corp. 


But most important is its role in devel- 


oping life-saving drugs 
such as IN- 


TROPIN and SOPOR. Drugs which help 
science progress and assure longer and 
healthier lives. 


ARNAR-STONE LABORATORIES em- 
ploye Mrs. Anthony Bellania, 2424 E. 
Oakton St., Arlington Heights, oper- 
ates a machine which fills and labels 
tubes 
of Americaine Ointment, a 


product which tho laborafory dis- 


tributes to hospitals and drug stores. 


The bulk of tho personnel hired by 
the company lives in the Northwest 


suburban area, primarily Mount Pros- 


pect and Arlington Heights. In the 


background is Mrs. Charles Gunther, 


450 W. Rand Rd., Mount Prospect.

Rabbi Kahane is the founder and na- 


tional director of the ".(Xio-membcr Jew- 
i-ih Defense League — whose 18 chapters 
Mirouphout the t' S are trained (or being 
trained) in karate, riflery and the non- 
athletic use of baseball bats and bicycle 
chains. 


Formed in 1968 when a wave of black 


anti-Semitism emerged from a New York 
teachers strike, (a largely Jewish union 
\ersus a largely black local school 
board), the Jewish Defense 
League 


<JDL) has taken some actions which are 
asinine by any reasonable standard. 


Its members have mass-picketed, de- 


faced, 
intruded 
upon or 
threatened 


Arab and Soviet diplomatic missions. 
They have aNo disrupted meetings at 
which they have jeered Mayor John 
Lindsay, while campaigning for his con- 
servative rivals. 


JDL MEMBERS APPEAR in news- 


paper ads and in public carrying their 
baseball bats and bicycle chains and 
wearing blue berets. They also wear 
dark glasses — even at night and indoors 
— to enhance their menacing aspect. 


Such actions have brought criticism 


from many Jewish organizations and in- 
dividual leaders Rabbi Maurice Eiscn- 
drath. president of the Union of Ameri- 
can Hebrew Congregations, calls the 
JDL "Batmen and hoodlums — goon 
s q u a d s ' ' And the Anti-defamation 
League of B'nai B'rith describes them as

Yet these and other sharp denuncia- 


tions, from Arthur Goldberg and Theo- 
dore Bikel among others, seem to over- 
look the frightful conditions which the 
JDL, whatever their defects, are strong- 
ly comating. 


Rabbi Jacob Hecht. vice president of 


the national committee for the Further- 
ance of Jewish Education, in calling for 
protective brigades to patrol the streets, 
notes that "hardly a moment passes that 
some members of the Jewish faith are 
not attacked, mugged, or robbed." 


RABBI KAHANE, who has served a 


Temple of 300 in Queens (Brooklyn), 
edited Coney Island's Jewish Press and 
earned a master's degree in inter- 
national law from New York University, 
shrugs off his critics. 


"Criticism almost always comes from 


rich Jews who live in places like Scars- 
dale How can a rich Jew criticize an 
organi?ation of lower and middle class 


Jews who daily live in terror because of 
the breakdown of government. . . The 
Jew has always been more liberal than 
other white ethnic groups. So now most 
Jewish neighborhoods are integrated and 
the militant blacks there practice terror, 
extortion and violence." 


"To turn the other cheek is not a Jew- 


ish tenet. When the Black Panthers say, 
'Jew, we gonna' burn you out.' what are 
the alternatives? The police can't watch 
every store. Either the Jew is burned 
out. or we put an armed man in there 
with the merchant." 


"We are in favor of black self-defense, 


but the Panthers are obsessed with ha- 
tred and vengeance 
against 
whites, 


against Jews."

ilarly militant. Murray Schneider, in ex-

Temple Emmanu El on Fifth Avenue (al- 
though not invited to do so by Temple 
authorities) noted that "The synagogue 
was willing to pay reparations (in re- 
sponse to James Forman's Black Mani- 
festo). We could not allow that. Repara- 
tions imply guilt. We felt that if they 
could extort money from one synagogue, 
black extremists all over the country 
would do the same thing." 


James Forman did not show up that 


day at Temple Emmanu El. And rioting 
in Passaic, N. J., stopped just one block 
away from a group of Jewish stores, af- 
ter 15 of the JDL arrived with shotguns 
to perform guard duty.

1 think families should slop at 
two children, and then adopt two or three- 
others. 


"We also have to do something about 


automobile pollution. Every year, they 
spend $14 on each new car studying ways 
to design a better combustion engine, but 
they spend $700 on each new car in style 
changes. I've asked for a moratorium on 
style changes until we can find a non- 
pollu'ing engine." 


When the students began to question

"I think we have too many people 


thinking that we're fighting a monolithic 
brand of communism. That's not 
tin- 


case right now. There is no monolithic 
character to the communist world right 
now. The Soviet Union and Red China 
are at odds and the communist move- 
ments in Vietnam and Cambodia also are 
at odds with each other," Percy said. 


"I THINK THIS has significantly re- 


duced the threat of communism to our 
country and I think it means that the 
presumed threat to our nation is not 
nearly as dangerous as the threat we 
have here at home from poor health.

our young people have."

his second press grilling of the day, an- 
swering questions from the metropolitan 
and local press, as well as from half a 
dozen high school editors and reporters.

That Local 'Censure' Didn 't Materialize 


If there are ill feelings toward Sen. 


Charles H. Percy in Wheeling Township, 
they didn't show themselves last Friday, 
when Percy spent more than 12 hours in 
the township. 


Percy. Illinois' senior senator who was 


solidly backetl by Wheeling Township in 
two previous elections, spoke to more 
than 2.000 people during the course of the 
day. including hundreds of students at 
Arlington High School's Law Day obser- 
vances, and the reception was as cordial 
as could be. 


From H a.m. until 10 p.m.. everywhere 


he went, Percy received ovations and 
warm applause, even though many of the 
Republicans to whom he spoke let him 
know they did not always agree with 
him. 


ONLY TWO WEEKS before the Percy 


visit, the Wheeling Township Republican 
Club had voted 20-H to censure Percy for 
his voting record, which the club said 
was in alliance and complete support of 
the Democratic Party. 


The club's action east a pall over the 


upcoming Percy trip, but it proved un- 
warranted. 


"The whole day was a huge success," 


said Richard Owen. Wheeling Township 
Republican Committecman and the host 
for the senator during his visit here. 


"Everywhere we went. Sen. Percy was 


warmly received. I think the standing 
ovation he received following his speech 
to the Republican Organization Friday 
night was an indication of the sentiments 
of Wheeling Township toward Sen. Per- 


cy," Cowen said. 


WHEN THE Republican Club censured 


Percy, it said his opposition to the anti- 
ballistic-missile system and to Supreme 
Court nominees Clement F. Haynsworth 
Jr. and (!. Harrold Carswell was evi- 
dence that he was casting ton many 
"anti-Republican" votes on the floor of 
the United States Senate. 


But Friday. Percy freely discussed his

At an early morning breakfast with 


about 25 civic, business and educational 
leaders from Wheeling Township. Percy

The vote was 15-10 in favor of the Pres- 


ident's Cambodia action and 13-9 against 
the confirmation 
of Carswell for the 


United States Supreme Court.

who attended the breakfast were a fair

Wheeling Township. Percy knew at the 
start of the day that he would be talking 
to people who did not agree with him on 
Cambodia. 


Yet he continued to give a straight an- 


swer explaining his opposition, and each 
time it seemed 
he convinced more 


people. 


The chance for a showdown between 


Percy and the club members who voted 
to censure him came Friday night at the 
organization meeting. 


There were questions asked of Percy 


that indicated that the questioner did not 
agree with Percy's position on a particu- 
lar issue, but there were no challenges to 
his record and. according to Cowen. none 
of the 20 club members who voted in fa- 
vor of the censure attended the meeting.

Township assessor and a club member 
who had opposed the censure move, criti- 
cized the Percy opponents for not show- 
ing at the organization meeting. 


"They had a chance to talk to him

State Rep F Schlickman, R-Arlington 


Heights, has introduced legislation aimed 
at achieving "fairer taxing" by the state 
of income from profit-sharing plans. 


He has introduced a bill to insure that 


only benefits accruing from profit-shar- 
ing plans after Aug 1, 1969, are subject 
to the state income tax The date, Aug. 1, 
1969, 
is the date the state income tax 


went into effect 


The bill would override last year's rul- 


ing by the state department of Revenue 
that any income collected from profit- 
sharing plans after the state income tax 
went into effect \vas subject to the tax, 
regardless of whether the income accru- 
ed before the tax became effective 


SCHLICKMAN SAID he introduced the 


bill at the request of constituents who 
are participants m company profit-shar- 
ing progiams 


' They said they thought the tax ruling 


was unfair to them I thought so too," 
said Schlickman 


Two other bills aie also being spon- 


sored by Schlickman 


One calls for elimination, in Cook 


County, the sjstem of giving notice of 
elections by posting a notice in three 
places in each precinct Instead, Schlick- 
man's bill would require the county clerk 
should give "timely notice through the 
press " 


The other bill would provide that when 


a township or ward committeeman's post 
in Cook County is vacant, the post must 
be filled by election of the party's pre- 
cinct captains in that township or ward. 


Currently, a committeeman vacancy is

What's a suburban housewife without 


wheels? A candidate for "cabin fever."

Recently one suburban mother went to 


Michael's Driving School in Addison with 
a mental block about driving, the after- 
effect of a collision.

Bensenville to Kosello to Addison and ev- 
erything in-between 


A Salt Creek sliifly committee plans to 


nn'nt with fedrral Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice representatives May 19 to discuss 
the "whys" and "hows", "do's" and 
"don'ts" of what can he done to cleanup 
the creek and adjacent land. 


The Elmhtirst Park District has been 


instrumental in getting the study under 


way. Its director Ron Johnson told the 
Register Friday he plans to invite all 
municpalities. plan commissions 
and 


park districts in the Salt Creek water- 
shed basin to this month's gathering. 
This includes Wood Dale < which is right 
on Salt Creek i. Itasca. Meclinah, Roselle. 
Bloomingdale. Addison. Villa Park and 
Elmhurst. 


JOHNSON SAID THE Bensenvillc park 


district may be involved since it extends 
west of Route n:i. the edge of the basin. 
The 
other 
communities are 
either 


directly in contact with "the most pol- 


luted body of water in this county" or 
have waterways which could be affected 
by watershed runoff. 


Elmhurst is interested in a specific 


five miles of river edge along the creek, 
so the municipalities and park districts 
of Addison and Villa Park were first con- 
sulted. Johnson said. The plan is now to 
broaden discussion on the creek's prob- 
lems and get more involved with their 
solutions, he added. 


The group's goals are to cooperate ac- 


tion in development and use of lands in 


the Salt Creek water basin (flood plain); 
communicate with each other and agree 
on future use of the creek; reduce pollu- 
tion: seek public ownership of all open 
space land on the creek, perhaps through 
state or county purchase: provide for 
recreational use of public lands and seek 
methods to reduce the damage from 
flooding. 


WILLIAM DRURY, Addison's village 


administrator, said Friday the meetings 
will probably be "more of a political 
ballgame since it Involved policy making 


and funding, so administrators will prob- 
ably stay out of the initial action unless 
requested." 


"We would like to clean up Salt Creek 


like the rest of the people." John Adam- 
son. Wood Dale village administrator, 
said Friday. 


"Our effluent from the sewage treat- 


ment plant that goes into Salt Creek 
helps to clean the creek up."

Residents Claim Tax Inequities 


Several 
residents of Bloomingrtalc's 


Suncrest Highland area. Unit 4, gathered 
last week to complain of certain alleged 
inequities in the assessed valuations of 
their homes by the township. 


The residents, who met at the home of 


Durwood Morris. 155 N. Pleasant Ave., 
also complained of "l>eing given the run 
around" by George Sims, township as- 
sessor, who has refused to see them as a 
group until July. 


Most of the residents moved into the 


area within the last year and live in 
frame houses with aluminum siding. 


"There are brick houses in the area 


that cost more than our house," said 
Morris, "but their tax bills are either 
less or the same as ours." 


MOKKIS SAID his tux bill was identi- 


cal with that of a neighbor who owns 
the same kind of house, but who paid an 
additional $2.UIM) to have his basement 
finished. 


"At the same time, there are people 


here who own the same type of houses 
and the same size lots, but their assess- 
ments vary." Morris said. 


"So the question is. how does the town- 


ship arrive at these property tax valu- 
ations?" Morris asked. "Are they based 
on current market price or purchase 


price'.' Whatever they're based on. they 
should he consistent." 


The concerned citizens also wanted to 


know why they had to pay such high 
taxes when they lived two blocks away 
from a gravel pit. 


"We have no shopping center and no 


mail service," a woman complained. 
"We have to p;iy for our own garbage 
pickup and water and sewer service. So 
why are our taxes so high?1' 


THE RESIDENTS have several ques- 


tions for Sims, but say they have not 
been able to see him. "We are entitled to 
an explanation of these taxes." Morris 
said, "but he won't sec us until after the 
tax bills are due." 


Tho first installment on the tax bills 


are due by June 1, yet Sims claims he 
cannot see the citizens as a group until 
July, although he has appointments to 
see individual residents May Hi. 11), 20, 
and 23. 


"The residents have the opportunity to 


turn in a formal complaint to the town- 
ship board of review." Sims told the 
Register, "otherwise they have no pro- 
test. I'm terribly sorry about the high 
taxes, but they should have checked into 
this before they bought the property." 


State Aid To Education Formula Hit 


Ca 'I Forrester, superintendent of Lake 


Park High School Dist. 108 denounced 
the state aid to education formula Thurs- 
day night at a special presentation of a 
committee studying consolidation of ele- 
mentary district within Lake Park's 
boundaries. 


Forrester called the formula "tremen- 


dously unequal and unfair." explaining 
"it is overwhelmingly weighted in favor 
of unit districts." 


"It is a well-known fact." he said, "the 


formula was devised by downstate politi- 
cians from rural areas who were fully 
aware of the feasibility of a unit district 
in their areas and regarded the state aid 
as a real plum." 


THE STATE AID formula is an equal- 


ization formula, he explained, and the 
downstate area is, "capitalizing on the 


argument that unit districts are a more 
sensible form of organization." 


Forrester did say later he believed the- 


oretically "there are more educational 
advantages than disadvantages in unit 
districts," but stressed the financial ad-

FORRESTER POINTED out DuPage 


County taxes more than double the rate 
of the downstate areas but receives less 
than half the amount in state aid. 


"There is a myth that the suburban 


areas are wealthy and can support them- 
selves," Forrester 
said. In DuPage 


County there is less assessed evaluation 
per pupil than many areas, he added. 


Sims said the assessments were based 


tn t'ie square footage of a building and 
the type of construction. 


"We conduct an initial appraisal on a 


homo when it is first built." he said, 
"and rcovaluate every four years to as- 
sess any structural changes or improve- 
ments. If there are none, we depreciate 
the value by 4 per cent, or 1 per cent a 
year." 


SIMS SAID THAT they also conduct a 


partial appraisal on homes that are up to 


r>() per cent completed. "It's important to 
emphasize that we appraise homes when 
they are first built, and not after they 
are moved into," Sims said. 


Sims blamed the schools for the large 


tax bills. "Seventy-five to 85 cents out of 
every tax dollar goes to the schools." 
Sims saio. ''and yet not one educator is 
here to listen to these complaints." 


Sims said all assessment records for 


the township were at his office in the 
township hall. "If any citizen has a ques- 
tion, he can come to my office," he said, 
"but he must make an appointment first 
because of our large workload." 


Sims added that assessment valuations 


for any home could be broken down to 
each two by four piece of lumber.

Bellock- 
Man After 
Lawbreakers

Patrolman Dennis Bellock of the Addi- 


son police department is a man after my 
own heart. 


He's also a man after lawbreakers. 
Bellock likes good food. And it shows . 


. . when he hitches on his holster belt 
before reporting for duty. He also excels 
at his law enforcement chores. It too. 
shows when he reaches into his ticket 
book and finds it empty. 


Bellock, 24. a 200-plus-pounder who en- 


joys tinkering with a knife and fork, also 
tinkers with mechanics tools as the guid- 
ing force behind the Performance Asso- 
ciation of America, a group of Addison 
teens interested in the inner-workings of 
the automobile. 


"I was always interested in cars," Bel-

lock says of his lifelong bobby. "When I 
got out of the Marine Corps in 1967 I 
joined a construction company, and then 
went to mechanics school and worked as 
a mechanic. 


"THE 
PERFORMANCE 
association 


started with a group of guys who have an 
interest in cars. They take them apart 
and put them back together. We meet 
every Wednesday night at 7 p.m. in the 
village hall." 


Bellock said the 12 members of the as- 


sociation are kept busy working on the 
cars and off the street, away from the 
thought of illegally drag racing down Ad- 
dison's streets. "It keeps them out of 
trouble" the policeman said. "We still 
promote drag racing as long as it is le- 
gal, at a spot such as a drag strip." 


Bellock said he wanted to put his life to 


better use helping people, thus turning 
away from his work with autos and con- 
centrating 
on police work, which he 


learned while serving with the military 
police in the marines. 


"The M.P. has basically the same job 


as the policeman in civilian life." he 
said. "There's the same fights, speeding 
and traffic control. The only difference is 
the M.P. is serving on a military reser- 
vation governed by the Uniform Code of 
Military Justice." 


BELLOCK'S DUTY between 4 p.m. 


and 7 p.m. Monday through Friday is 
that of stopping motorists who make ille- 
gal left turns onto Villa Avenue while go- 
ing westbound on Lake Street, points up 
the similarity. One such stop recently, in 
a heavy rain, points up the difficult life 
of a policeman. 


The patrolman stopped the vehicle 


about 300 feet south of Lake Street. He 
got out of his car, walked over to the 
motorist sitting in his vehicle, and ex- 
plained the illegal turn. After a few mo- 
ments discussion. Bellock returned to his 
vehicle to write the ticket. 


But the man followed Bellock back to 


his car and picked up the conversation 
again — with some descriptive if not 
tasteless language to add weight to his 
argument. 


"You (bleep),'1 he said. "This is ridic- 


ulous. I didn't see any signs or mark- 
ings that this was an illegal turn. I think 
if a left turn is illegal there should be a 
sign showing it." 


Bellock told the man there were sev- 


eral large signs posted a few months ago 
dotting the roadway, telling of the warn- 
ing because of construction being done at 
the intersection. 


"WELL I DIDN'T see any (bleep' 


signs that said that." the man said. "If 
there were signs I would have seen 
them. I've been making that turn for 
months and there hasn't been any prob- 
lem. I'm going back there and look 
again." 


When Bellock told the man he should 


have gotten a ticket for all those times 
he made the turn without being caught 
the offender shut up. The patrolman fin- 
ished writing the ticket (which was what 
he was doing during the whole conversa- 


tion, lasting about 15 minutes with th" 
man standing in the rain the whole 
time1. 


"People just don't pay attention when 


they're driving," Bellock said after the 
incident, and perhaps letting erring mo- 
torists throughout the country off li»h'.l<- 


"You have to take the calls and roll 


with the punches." said Bellock of traffic 
and general calls. "Sometimes I've had 
people thank me for giving them a tick- 
et. If 1 can't speed and you can't speed 
why can someone else speed0" 


BKLLOCK SAID his main interest :n 


police work is traffic, its patterns and 
flow and how and why people drive the 
way they do. 


"I'm very much interested in traffic. A 


lot of people ignore signs. People say 
•Why aren't you out chasing robbers and 
burglars instead of bothering motoris's?' 
But what about the law of the street. 
This is important, too." 


The patrolman, whose wife is ex- 


pecting a baby in August, said he likes to 
figure out the "why" accidents, if they 
could be prevented and why people don't 
do certain things to avoid collisions.

County Is To Get Thorough 'Going-Over

cilitirs and soil and water will be com- 
piled by the DuPage County Planning 
Commission. 


THK ll-.MEMBKK commission will su- 


pervise the numerous studies which will 
provide information needed to develop a 
comprehensive plan for the county. 


Many of the studie^ v.ill be based on 


information from the 19~n census and a 
creat deal of data will be available bv 


June 1071. wher a set of goals and objec- 
tives for future county development will 
Iw formulated by the planning commis- 
sion. 


At its April meeting, the third time the 


group officially met. the commission ap- 
proved a study by the Soil Conservation 
Service and will recommend probably to 
the DuPage County Board of Supervisors 
that it enter into a contract for the study. 


THE PLANNING commission, which 


was legally established by the county 
board Sept. 25, 1969 and had members 
appointed to it last December, has a 
budget which is set by the board. The 
board approves any expenditures made 
by the planning commission. 


The study by the Soil Conservation Ser- 


vice will take two years and cost the 


county S28.000, with the federal govern- 
ment paying another 828,000. When it's 
done, the planning commission will know 
what types of soils are in the county, 
which are suitable for construction, and 
where the various flood plain areas are 
located. 


Another study beginning this June will 


be a land use survey, an analysis of what 
is in the county now and how it is used. 
Conducting this county building census 
this summer will be four college students 
studying planning curriculums in school. 


JOSEPH H. ABEL, director of plan- 


ning for the county, said last week the 
commission would probably 
undertake 


studies in "economics, transportation, 
water and sewer facilities, recreational 
areas and housing." 


Abel, as director of planning advises 


the commission and heads the tiny coun- 
ty planning department which is still 
largely dependent on the county building 
and zoning department. 


He believes immediate action is neces- 


sary. 


"We can't sit around and wait until we 


have a plan formalized before we take 
any action," Abel said. 


"WE'VE ALREADY MADE sugges- 


tions to the zoning department about a 
subdivision in the southern part of the 
county and are responsible for reviewing 
all requests for federa'. funds by all local 
governments." Abel said. 


Abel said he would like his department 


to have two distinct branches, one to be 
involved 
with the day-to-day devel- 


opment that is going on right now in the 
county and one to concentrate on the 
comprehensive plan. The decisions and 
recommendations of both branches would 
be inter-dependent and inseparable. 


The planning department will also be 


seeking feed-back reactions from the 
people. Abel has been meeting with 
homeowners' 
groups 
throughout the 


county and meeting with individual com- 
munity leaders. 


THE COMMISSION'S approval or re- 


jection of any given local project apply- 
ing for federal funds would be based 
mainly on "whether it was a duplication 
of some service or facility." Abel said. 


Abel, who assumed his responsibilities 


three months ago, sees the planning de- 
partment and commission as "a clearing 


house" that public and private agencies 
involved with county development mi.at 
tap for information. 


"We will be working with other county 


departments like public works and high- 
way and local and federal departments, 
so we will have a vast amount of infor- 
mation that each of them will be able to 
use. 


"For instance we would know when 


there will be a major earth-moving oper- 
ation going on in an area for installation 
of sewer lines. It will be our obligation to 
inform companies like Commonwealth 
Edison to see if they can coordinate any 
capital improvement program like laying 
cables w'th the sewer project. Our job 
will be to coordinate and hopefully save 
the taxpayers money." he said.

"In order to bring the patient around, 


the drugs used 
today increase the 


amount of work that has to be done by 
the heart to increase the outflow of blood 
by the heart." he explained. ''This can 
often be fatal. 


"INTROPIN stimulates the falling 


heart and opens up the kidney while put- 
ting a minimum amount of effort on the 
heart."

The drug has been going through tests 


at the Arnar-Stone Laboratories for the 
past seven years and is currently under- 
going review by the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration (FDA) to determine 
its 


safety and effectiveness. 


/AROSUNSKI said the testing of the 


drug has included "the stability of the 
chemicals," its "activity" when injected 
into animals at the laboratory, and the 
effects of "over doses" of the drug on 
animals, called a toxicity test. 


Because the drug is undergoing what 


Zaroslinski terms "'investigational ex- 
emption" by the FDA, it may be used in 
emergency eases by various medical 
men throughout the country on human 
beings. 


The drug is currently being used in 


clinical studies at 40 major medical cen- 
ters in the U.S., including John Hopkins, 
Harvard, Stanford, UCLA, Emory and 
Columbia University Medical Schools, as 
well as the National Institute of Health, 
Bethesda, MD. 


"Every few weeks we get a call from 


someone who used the drug successful- 
ly," said Zaroslinski. ''In fact, just this 
weekend we got a call fiom a doctor at 
John Hopkins Medical School who used it 
successfully on a dicing patient." 


ARNAR-STONE Laboratories has been 


the medical home of Zaroslinski for the 
past 12 years. A supplier of pharmaceu- 
tical drugs to hospitals, the laboratories 
also manufacture Americaine brand oint- 
ments and aerosol antiseptics, an over- 
the-counter medication which can be pur- 
chased at drugstores. 


"The funds for our drug research 


comes from our profits," explained Za- 
roslinski. "Virtually all of the research 
we do and the employment of our own 
scientists come from a certain proportion 
of our earnings, we also assist those clin- 
ics working on our projects." 


Of the 200 persons under employment 


at Arnar-Stone, 20 young men and wom- 
en comprise the research staff. 


About three rooms of the laboratory 


building are filled with animals used in 
the experimentation of new drugs, like 
INTROPIN. Dogs, monkeys, rats and 
guinea pigs are among the variety of ani- 
mals used. 


ZAROSI.INSKI said the animals are 


raised and bred at farms under contract 
by medical firms especially for use in 
scientific experimentation. 


"If you brought in a household pet we 


couldn't use it," said Zaroslinski. "The 
dog probably has a lot of things wrong 
with it, like a weak kidney or heart, and 
the experimentation would be mean- 
ingless. 


"The animals wo have here are treated 


better than at most kennels. In fact, ani- 
mal inspectors from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture come in every now 
and then to check them. 


"I can honestly say I've never seen an 


animal abused during by 12 years here. 
We have a policy that anyone caught 
abusing an animal is fired without no- 
tice." 


Among the pharmaceutical products 


distributed by Arnar-Stone included 12 
different tablet forms of medicine. More 
than 32 million tablets were distributed 
to hospitals last year. 


ZAROSLINSKI is also working on a 


hypnotic drug called SOPOR which in- 
duces what he calls "a more natural 
sleep." 


"It was found that the more popular 


sleeping tablets gave patients, 
older 


patients in particular, hallucinations," he 
explained, "like going on a trip without 
taking LSD.'1 


"This drug was found to produce a 


sleep more closely associated with nor- 
mal sleep." 


Zaroslinski added there are a large 


number of suicides attributed to sleeping 
tablets containing barbituates. He said a 
person can take as many as 100 SOPOR 
pills without causing noticable damage, 
while 20 barbituate tablets "would in 
most cases be fatal." 


Arnar-Stone Laboratories, which was 


founded by Raymond Stone back in 1945, 
was once merely a store-front building 
on Wells Street in Chicago. 


Today it is a significant manufacturer 


of drugs in the American Hospital Supply 
Corp. 


But most important is its role in devel- 


oping life-saving drugs such as IN- 
TROPIN and SOPOR. Drugs which help 
science progress and assure longer and 
healthier lives.

The Klmhurst Park District has been

way. Its director Ron Johnson told the

This includes Wood Dale i which is right 
on Salt Creek), Itasca. Medinah. Roselle.

JOHNSON SAID THE Bensenville park

Elmhurst is interested in a specific

The 
board approves any expenditures made 
by the planning commission. 


The study by the Soil Conservation Ser- 


vice will take two years and cost the 


county $28.000, with the federal govern- 
ment paying another $28.000. When it's 
done, the planning commission will know 
what types of soils are in the county, 
which are suitable for construction, and 
where the various flood plain areas are 
located. 


Another study beginning this June will 


be a land use survey, an analysis of what 
is in the county now and how it is used. 
Conducting this county building census 
this summer will be four college students 
studying planning eurriculums in school. 


JOSEPH H. ABEL, director of plan- 


ning for the county, said last week the 
commission would probably undertake 
studies in "economics, transportation, 
water and sewer facilities, recreational 
areas and housing." 


Abel, as director of planning advises 


the commission and heads the tiny coun- 
ty planning department which is still 
largely dependent on the county building 
and zoning department. 


He believes immediate action is neces- 


sary. 


"We can't sit around and wait until we 


have a plan formalized before we take 
any action." Abel said. 


"WE'VE ALREADY MADE sugges- 


tions to the zoning department about a 
subdivision in the southern part of the 
county and are responsible for reviewing 
all requests for federal funds by all local 
governments," Abel said. 


Abel said he would like his department 


to have two distinct branches, one to be 
involved 
with the day-to-day devel- 


opment that is going on right now in the 
county and one to concentrate on the 
comprehensive plan. The decisions and 
recommendations of both branches would 
be inter-dependent and inseparable. 


The planning department will also be 


seeking feed-back reactions from the 
people. Abel has been meeting with 
homeowners' 
groups 
throughout 
the 


county and meeting with individual com- 
munity leaders. 


THE COMMISSION'S approval or re- 


jection of any given local project apply- 
ing for federal funds would be based 
mainly on "whether it was a duplication 
of some service or facility," Abel said. 


Abel, who assumed his responsibilities

The drug has been going through tests 


at the Arnar-Stone Laboratories for the 
past seven years and is currently under- 
going review by the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration (FDA) to determine 
its 


safety and effectiveness. 


ZAROSLINSKI said the testing of the 


drug has included "the stability of the 
chemicals," its "activity" when injected 
into animals at the laboratory, and the 
effects of "over doses" of the drug on 
animals, called a toxicity test. 


Because the drug is undergoing what 


Zaroslinski terms "Investigational ex- 
emption" by the FDA, it may be used in 
emergency cases by various medical 
men throughout the country on human 
beings. 


The drug is currently being used in 


clinical studies at 40 major medical cen- 
ters in the U.S., including John Hopkins, 
Harvard, Stanford, UCLA, Emory and 
Columbia University Medical Schools, as 
well as the National Institute of Health, 
Bethesda. MD. 


"Every few weeks we get a call from 


someone who used the drug successful- 
ly," said Zaroslinski. "In fact, just this 
weekend we got a call from a doctor at 
John Hopkins Medical School who used it 
successfully on a dicing patient." 


ARNAR-STONE Laboratories has l>een 


the medical home of Zaroslinski for the 
past 12 years. A supplier of pharmaceu- 
tical drugs to hospitals, the laboratories 
also manufacture Americaine brand oint- 
ments and aerosol antiseptics, an over- 
the-counter medication which can be pur- 
chased at drugstores. 


"The 
funds for our drug research 


comes from our profits," explained Za- 
roslinski "Virtually all of the research 
we do and the employment of our own 
scientists come from a certain proportion 
of our earnings, we also assist thos>o clin- 
ics working on our projects." 


Of the 200 persons under employment 


at Arnar-Slone, 20 young men and wom- 
en comprise tho research staff. 


About three rooms of the laboratory 


building arc filled with animals used in 
the experimentation of new drugs, like 
INTROPIN. Dogs, monkeys, rats and 
guinea pigs are among the variety of ani- 
mals used. 


ZAROSUNSKI said the animals arc 


raised and bred at farms under contract 
by medical firms especially for use in 
scientific experimentation. 


"If you brought in a household pet we 


couldn't use it," said Zaroslinski. "The 
dog probably has a lot of things wrong 
with it, like a weak kidney or heart, and 
the experimentation would be mean- 
ingless. 


"The animals we have here are treated 


better than at most kennels. In fact, ani- 
mal inspectors from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture come in every now 
and then to check them. 


"I can honestly say I've never seen an 


animal abused during by 12 years here. 
We have a policy that anyone caught 
abusing an animal is fired without no- 
tice." 


Among the pharmeccutical products 


distributed by Arnar-Stone included 12 
different tablet forms of medicine. More 
than 32 million tablets were distributed 
to hospitals last year. 


ZAROSMNSKI is also working on a 


hypnotic drug called SOPOR which in- 
duces what he calls "a more natural 
sleep." 


"It was found that the more popular 


sleeping tablets gave patients, 
older 


patients in particular, hallucinations," he 
explained, "like going on a trip without 
taking LSD." 


"This drug was found to produce a 


sleep more closely associated with nor- 
mal sleep." 


Zaroslinski added there are a large 


number of suicides attributed to sleeping 
tablets containing barbituates. He said a 
person can take as many as 100 SOPOR 
pills without causing noticable damage, 
while 20 faarbituate tablets "would in 
most cases be fatal." 


Arnar-Stone Laboratories, which was 


founded by Raymond Stone back in 1945, 
was once merely a store-front building 
on Wells Street in Chicago. 


Today it is a significant manufacturer 


of drugs in the American Hospital Supply 
Corp. 


But most important is its role in devel- 


oping life-saving drugs such as IN- 
TROPIN and SOPOR. Drugs which help 
science progress and assure longer and 
healthier lives.

clinical studies at 40 major medical cen-

tcrs in the U.S.. including John Hopkins, 
Harvard. Stanford, UCLA, Emory and 
Columbia University Medical Schools, as 
well as the National Institute of Health, 
Bethcsda, MD. 


"Every few weeks we get a call from 


someone who used the drug successful- 
ly." 
said Zaroslinski. "In fact, just this 


weekend we got a call from a doctor at 
John Hopkins Medical School who used it 
successfully on a dicing patient." 


ARNAR-STONE Laboratories has been 


the medical home of Zaroslinski for the 
past 12 years. A supplier of pharmaceu- 
tical drugs to hospitals, the laboratories 
also manufacture Americaine brand oint- 
ments and aerosol antiseptics, an over- 
the-counter medication which can l>c pur- 
chased at drugstores. 


"The 
funds for our drug research 


comes from our profits," explained Za- 
roslinsk'i. "Virtually all of the research 
we do and the employment of our own 
scientists come from a certain proportion 
of our earnings, we also assist those clin- 
ics working on our projects." 


Of the 2<X) persons under employment 


at Arnar-Stone, 20 young men and wom- 
en comprise the research staff. 


About three rooms of the laboratory 


building are filled with animals used in 
the experimentation of new drugs, like 
INTROPIN. Dogs, monkeys, rats and 


guinea pigs are among the variety of ani- 
mals used. 


ZAROSLINSKI said the animals are 


raised and bred at farms under contract 
by medical firms especially for use in 
scientific experimentation. 


"If you brought in a household pet we 


couldn't use it," said Zaroslinski. "The 
dog probably has a lot of things wrong 
with it, like a weak kidney or heart, and 
the experimentation would be mean- 
ingless. 


"The animals we have here are treated 


better than at most kennels. In fact, ani- 
mal inspectors from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture come in every now 
and then to check them. 


"I can honestly say I've never seen an 


animal abused during by 12 years here. 
We have a policy that anyone caught 
abusing an animal is fired without no- 
tice." 


Among the pharmeceutical products 


distributed by Arnar-Stone included 12 
different tablet forms of medicine. More 
than 32 million tablets were distributed 
to hospitals last year. 


ZAROSLINSKI is also working on a 


hypnotic drug called SOPOR which in- 
duces what he calls "a more natural 
sleep." 


"It was found that the more popular 


sleeping tablets gave patients, older 
patients in particular, hallucinations," he 
explained, "like going on a trip without 
taking LSD." 


"This drug was found to produce a 


sleep more closely associated with nor- 
mal sleep." 


Zaroslinski added there are a large 


number of suicides attributed to sleeping 
tablets containing barbituates. He said a 
person can take as many as 100 SOPOR 
pills without causing noticable damage, 
while 20 barbituate tablets "would in 
most eases be fatal." 


Arnar-Stone Laboratories, which was 


founded by Raymond Stone back in 1945, 
was once merely a store-front building 
on Wells Street in Chicago. 


Today it is a significant manufacturer 


of drugs in the American Hospital Supply 
Corp. 


But most important is its role in devel- 


oping life-saving drugs such 
as IN- 


TROPIN and SOPOR. Drugs which help 
science progress and assure longer and 
healthier lives.

Pupils enrolled in the remedial Ian- 


cuace arts program at Keller have just 
completed a four-week unit on auto rue- 
inn. and every student came out a win- 
ner, accnrdim: to Mrs. Burke. 


The remedial students read stories 


,il)out autnmobik-i and racini; m the 
Checkered Mai: Reading Series, and they 
were hiahly motivated in their class- 
work, said the instructor. 


During the study of the unit, the stu- 


dents made free-hand drawings of cars 
they liked. These drawings were en- 
Limed by using an overhead projector, 
and each pupil then traced a large draw- 
ing with a magic marker pen. The walls 
of Mrs. Burke's classroom are covered 
with drawings of cars — fancy sport 


models and customized jalopies. 


"Some of the pupils brought in an old 


motor and took it apart." Mrs. Burke 
noted. 


Pupils in Mrs. Burke's class also held 


a model car building contest, and other 
pupils in the school were eligible to en- 
ter. Nearly 100 models are presently on 
display in the trophy case at Keller. 


Prizes were awarded to the cars 


judged best for realism, appearance, and 
most innovative in design. 


Each pupil in Mrs. Burke's classes had 


to "-rite a composition explaining why he 
would select a particular car as the win- 
ner in the model contest. 


"The pupils don't get much beyond the 


paragraph in their writing." Mrs. Burke 
noted. "But that's no small achievement, 
if they can write a clear paragraph." 


The composition of Jeff Patcl, a sev- 


enth grader from Hoffman Estates, was 
judged best of all the student para- 
graphs, according to Mrs. Burke. 


Winners in the model car contest were 


John Lopez, grade 7; Bill Mack, grade 8, 
and Bill Murphy, grade 7. 


"We think the Checkered Flag Reading 


Series is the best one we've had in the 
remedial program." stated Mrs. Burke. 
"They are very readable hooks and the 
words in the stories aren't baby words. 
There are words like 'carburetor' and 
'transmission.'' 


The pupils in the remedial reading pro- 


gram also compiled a list of verbs that 
described any transaction involving a 
car for vocabulary and spelling lessons. 


Approximately 80 seventh and eighth 


grade pupils are enrolled in Mrs. Burke's 
remedial classes at Keller Junior High. 
Each pupil receives three modules or 75 
minutes of instruction per day. 


"Sometimes the pupils come in during 


their lunch period and read to me." said 
Mrs. Burke, who has taught in Dist. 54 
seven years. 


When the remedial students first ar- 


rive in junior high, most are reading 
from two to three years Mow their 
grade level, according to Mrs. Burke. 
Later, many of these same pupils are 
able to read at their particular grade 
level and are Ipaced in regular classes. 


Reading materials published by Read- 


er's Digest in an easy-to-read style are 
very useful in the remedial program. 
Mrs. 
Burke indicated. Interesting adult 


stories are published for reading abilities 
from grade two through grade eight. 


"When the pupils come into this class, 


they don't want to read." said the teach- 
er. "Just getting them to pick up a book 
is a task. Ift hey can ready anything and 
enjoy it. then this is quite an accom- 
plishment." 


"Some of these pupils just need en- 


couragement," 
stressed 
Mrs. 
Burke. 


"They just need to get a fire lit under 
them, and they take off on their own. 
Some are really happy once they can 
read material at their own grade level.'1 


The fact that the pupils do better in 


their school subjects once they can read 
better is shown by the fact that five of 
Mrs. Burke's pupils made the Keller hon- 
or roll for the last grading period. A "B'! 


average is required for honor roll recog- 
nition. 


According to Mrs. Burke, individual 


reading assignments are not given as a 
matter of practice since the students pre- 


fer to do the same thing at the same 
time. 


"They don't like to feel isolated." she 


said. 


Grades given to Mrs. Burke's pupils 


are for language arts, and not desienated 
for 
"remedial 
reading." 
Eventually, 


when students can read at their own 
grade level, they join pupils in regular 
language arts classes. Most pupils reach 
this point, she said. 


'""hese pupils are doing the best they 


can at their own level of ability right 
now." said Mrs. Burke. 


Many of the stories about auto racing

"If you brought in a household pet we 


couldn't use it." said Zaroslmski. "The 
dog probably has a lot of things wrong 
xvith it, like a weak kidney or heart, and 
the experimentation would be mean- 
ingless. 


'•The animals we have here are treated 


better than at most kennels. In fact, ani- 
mal inspectors from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture come in every now 
and then to check them. 


"I can honestly say I've never seen an 


animal abused during by 12 years here. 
We have a policy that anyone caught 
abusing an animal is fired xvithout no- 
tice." 


Among the pharmeceutical products 


distributed by Arnar-Stone included 12 
different tablet forms of medicine. More 
than 32 million tablets were distributed 
to hospitals last year. 


ZAROSLINSKI is also working on a 


hypnotic drug called SOPOR which in- 
duces what he calls "a more natural 
sleep." 


"It was found that the more popular 


sleeping tablets gave patients, older 
patients in particular, hallucinations," he 
explained, "like going on a trip without 
taking LSD." 


"This drug xvas found to produce a 


sleep more closely associated with nor- 
mal sleep." 


Zaroslinski added there are a large 


number of suicides attributed to sleeping 
tablets containing barbituates. He said a 
person can take as many as 100 SOPOR 
pills without causing noticable damage, 
while 20 barbituate tablets "xvould in 
most cases be fatal "

founded by Raymond Stone back in 1945, 
xvas once merely a store-front building 
on Wells Street in Chicago.

"Every few weeks we get a call from

"In fact, just this 
weekend we got a call from a doctor at 
John Hopkins Medical School who used it 
successfully on a dicing patient." 


ARNAH-STONE Laboratories has been 


the medical home of Zaroslinski for the 
past 12 years A supplier of pharmaceu- 
tical drugs to hospitals, the laboratories 
also manufacture Americuine brand oint- 
ments and aerosol antiseptics, an over- 
the-counter medication which can be pur- 
chased at drugstores 


"The 
funds for our drug research 


comes from our profits," explained Z<i- 
roslinsk'i "Virtually all of the research 
we do and the employment of our own 
.scientists come from a certain proportion 
of our earnings, we also assist those clin- 
ics working on our projects." 


Of the ail) persons under employment 


at Arnar-Stone. 20 young men and wom- 
en comprise the research slaff 


About three rooms of the laboratory 


building arc filled with animals used in 
the experimentation of new drugs, like 
INTKOPl.N 
Dogs, monkeys, rats ami 


'Charley' 


guinea pigs are among the variety of ani- 
mals used. 


ZAROSLINSKI said the animals are 


raised and bred at farms under contract 
by medical firms especially for use in 
scientific experimentation. 


"If you brought in a household pet we 


couldn't use it," said Zaroslinski. "The 
dog probably has a lot of things wrong 
with it, like a weak kidney or heart, and 
the experimentation would be mean- 
ingless. 


"The animals we have here are treated 


better than at most kennels. In fact, ani- 
mal inspectors from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture come in every now 
and then to check them. 


"I can honestly say I've never seen an 


animal abused (luring by 12 years here. 
We have a policy that anyone caught 
abusing an animal is fired without no- 
tice." 


Among the pharmaceutical products 


distributed by Arnar-Stone included 12 
different tablet forms of medicine More 
than 32 million tablets were distributed 
to hospitals last year. 


ZAROSLINSKI is also working on a 


hypnotic drug called SOPOR which in- 
duces what he calls "a more natural 
sleep." 


"It was found that the more popular 


sleeping tablets gave patients, 
older 


patients in particular, hallucinations," he 
explained, "like going on a trip without 
taking LSD " 


"This drug was found to produce a 


sleep more closely associated with nor- 
mal sleep " 


Zaroslinski added there are a large 


number of suicides attributed to sleeping 
tablets containing barbituates. He said a 
person can take as many as 100 SOPOR 
pills without causing noticable damage, 
while 20 barbituate tablets "would in 
most cases be fatal." 


Arnar-Stone Laboratories, which was 


founded by Raymond Stone back in 1945, 
was once merely a store-front building 
on Wells Street in Chicago. 


Today it is a significant manufacturer 


of drugs in the American Hospital Supply 
Corp. 


But most important is its role in devel- 


oping life-saving drugs such 
as 
IN- 


TROPIN and SOPOR. Drugs which help 
science progress and assure longer and 
healthier lives. 


ARNAR-STONE LABORATORIES em- 
ploye Mrs. Anthony Bellania, 2424 E. 
Oakton St., Arlington Heights, oper- 
ates a machine which fills and labels 
tubes of Americaine Ointment, a 
product which the laboratory dis- 
tributes to hospitals and drug stores. 


The bulk of the personnel hired by 
the company lives in the Northwest 
suburban area, primarily Mount Pros- 
pect and Arlington Heights. In the 
background is Mrs. Charles Gunther, 
450 W. Rand Rd., Mount Prospect. 


How 'Charley' Looks At It

Charley is a little beagle with a big 


heart who lives at Arnar-Stone Labora- 
tories on Kensington Road in Mount 
Prospect. 


Charley, who sports brown and black 


spots with a bit of white hair here and 
there, is one of a few dozen dogs housed 
in one of the back rooms at the labora- 
tory. And like the other dogs, Charley is 
used for experimental purposes. 


Last week Charley took time off from 


his busy daily routine to tell a Herald 
reporter just what life is all about in the 
laboratory kennel. 


"After a while it gels on a guy's 


nerves," barked the cight-month-old dog, 
prancing back and forth in his small 
metal cage. "You never really 
know 


what's in the needles those guys in the 
white jackets jab ya with from day to 
day. 


"THEY'VE BEEN FILLING me with 


somcthin' called INTROPIN. Every day 
they come strolling in with a needle-full 
of that stuff They gimme overdoses to 
see how dangerous it is. Cripes, 
it's 


enough to make a guy's tail stand on 
end." 


Charley didn't always live at Arnar- 


Stone. He was born on an animal farm in 
Connecticut owned by a broker licensed 
to sell dogs like Charley to experimental 
researchers. 


All dogs used for scientific research 


are specially bred for that purpose and 
strict regulations on the care and feeding 
of the experimental animals arc enforced 
by the U.S. Department of Agriculture. 


"Coming here took a little getting used 


to." explained Charley, scratching the 
wall of his cage with his forepaw. "I was 
pretty belligerent at first. Guess it was 
'cause I was scared. 


"The humans around here treat ya 


pretty good. We get good food and a spe- 
cial diet to keep us healthy. And they let 


us run around outside every now and 
then 


"SOME OF THE NEW mutts . . . they 


don't know what they're here for. They 
sit around and bark and wag their tails 
every time a white-jacket comes in here 
with that 'nice doggy,' and 'nice puppy' 
stuff. But they get wise to what it's all 
about after a while. Sometimes it gets 
pretty rough, believe you me." 


Charley sat down and taking a long 


breath, paused for a moment of deep 
thought. 


"Yah, sometimes I wished I was back 


in Connecticut with the family. I kinda 


miss 'em sometimes," he said. "And 
there was a lot of room to run around. At 
least there were places where I could 
bury a bone now and then. 


"They tell me what I'm doing is good 


for mankind. That acting as a doggy-pig 
will help people live a longer and heallh- 
ier life. I lunda look at it different. 


"YA SEE, THE WAY I figure it. I'm 


also helping dogkind. If people live long- 
er lives there won't be so many dogs left 
without masters . . . left homeless. 


"I figure that if what I'm doing saves 


the life of one master . . . well . . . it 
would all be worth it."

Salary for the district's superintendent, 


Ferd Arnclt. is included in both the ad- 
ministrative portion of the budget and 
the recreational portion. His total salary 
is S12.251- 


An expenditure of S15.000 is budgeted 


for the salaries to various instructors 
who teach district programs 


Also included in the $42,000 recreation- 


al program portion of the budget are 
funds for supplies used in the programs. 


Total monies budgeted for operation of 


the outdoor pool are set at $21,600, while 
indoor pool expenditures are expected to 
total $29,650 including a $9.000 salary for 
a pool manager. 


Still to be finalized before the official 


budget is adopted are figures for the dis- 
trict's bond and interest fund for the up- 
coming year. Arndt said that the board 
estimates that amount will be about 
$46,000. 


Total revenue from taxes levied ex- 


pected by the district for the year is 
$166,974. In addition, other revenue will 
come from fees charged for programs 
and from rent paid by School Dist. 214 
for use of the indoor pool by Wheeling 
High School classes.

old Carswell, Cambodia, pollution and 
the ABM. 


The students responded with loud nays 


on the nomination of Carswell, the de- 
ployment of ABMs and the United States 
intervention in Cambodia. The ayes were 
louder than the nays on the gu ncontrol 
legislation but not much louder. 


As expected, the entire student body 


screamed "aye" on not further polluting 
the environment 


The strongest audience reaction oc- 


curred when Percy suggested Americans 
have only two children and adopt further 
children if they wanted to. "The religious 
taboos have to go." he insisted. Ringing 
applause greeted his remarks. 


Commenting on the president's recent 


decision to move troops into Cambodia, 
he initiated further applause when he 
said, "You don't get out of quicksand by 
taking another step in " 


PERCY CALMLY answered student 


queries about the new draft deferment 


law, Cambodia and the Vietnamization of 
the war. He accepted a petition from the 
student body decrying the intervention of 
American troops into Cambodia 
and 


promised to let his colleagues in the Sen- 
ate know how Arlington students feel 
about escalating the war. 


Leaving the stage. Percy walked down 


the center aisle shaking hands and greet- 
ing students. He signed one girl's leg 
cast and shouted to the students. "Say 
hello to your voting parents for me."

"Communist Manifesto" that countries 
moving toward Communism will have "a 
heavv or progressive graduated income 
tax and centralization of credit in a state 
bank." 


"We already have the income tax, and 


a national bank, also in our Federal Re- 
s e r v e system." 
LaBochi 
declared. 


"These are two of the 10 points Marx 
said were necessary for Communism." 


LaHOC'lll CLAIMED that the secret in- 


ternational Communist conspiracy is "al- 
most 200 years old." 


"It began in 1776 in Bavaria by a man 


who had visions of a one-world govern- 
ment " 


LaBochi said the ultimate goal of those 


in this conspiracy is power "The losers 
will be slaves and the winners will be 
few The winners want all of us to be 
equal all right, but equal on the bottom."

"I was dismayed by Nixon's speech I 


hope he's right. I hope we can go in and 
in a short time withdraw. We were doing 
wonderfully well (in getting out of Viet- 
nam) 
until Monday of this week." 


What are the alternatives to sending 


troops into Cambodia? one member of 
the audience asked 


"I haven't been briefed on this I know 


I wouldn't support a censure of Nixon. 
We'll know in a few weeks whether the 
decision is correct or not. 


"What was wrong in South Vietnam 


was that we literally went in and took 
over. There is a great deal that govern- 


ment must do and I've never felt they 
could unless they were first responsible 
for defending themselves." 


ON THE QUESTION of what should be 


done to quell campus disorders. Percy 
said. "My policy is let the colleges 
handle them, not Washington. 1 don't feel 
we can solve anything with punitive mea- 
sures. Students should be punished if 
they break the laws, but I don't feel we 
should Ix' anymore punitive with peace- 
ful demonstrations than we were when 
women demonstrated because they vvant- 
ed the right to vole.

Biting Subject 'Itches' Again 


Mosquitoes, more specifically the mea- 


sures being taken to combat them by the 
Northwest Mosquito Abatement District 
(NMADi. have become a biting subject 
in Buffalo Grove of late 


Trustee Kenneth Felten, at a recent 


board of health meeting, asked that the 
board object to the NMAD fogging and 
spraying. He recommended that the 
health board go on record urging the vil- 
lage board to seek disannexation from 
the district if possible. 


According to the minutes of that meet- 


ing Felten asked for the disannexation 
because "the tax money in our opinion, 
is not being spent wisely." Another rea- 
son was that only part of the village lies 
in the district's area. 


Village Pres 
Don Thompson, also 


president of the Northwest Municipal 
Conference, takes a more reconcihatory 
tone concerning the district, however. He 
maintains "It's not a matter 
of dis- 


annexing from the district, but of getting 
them to do what has to be done — with- 
out using pollutants " 


THOMPSON ALLUDED to a letter he 


received recently from Wilbur R. Mit- 
chell, director of the NMAD: "In this let- 
ter they say they are going to phase out 
all operations that may have contributed 
to air pollution " Specifically, this means 
the fogging operations previously prac- 
ticed by the NMAD, Thompson said. 


The letter continued: "The program of 


residential spraying will be continued by 


the district when necessan " Mitchell in 
his letter maintains that mist spraying is 
as effective as fogging 


Thompson noted that Mitchell has been 


invited to apj>ear at the next meeting of 
tho municipal conference scheduled for 
May 21) in Barrington However. Mitchell 
has not yet said he vv ill be there 


Among other things, said Thompson, 


conference members are expected 
to 


question Mitchell on the effectiveness of 
mist spun ing vs 
fogging. Thompson 


pointed out the pollution does not result 
from the logging or spraying itself, but 
instead from the chemicals used in the 
operation.

"Every few weeks we get a call from 


someone who used the drug successful- 
ly." said Zaroslinski. "In fact, just this 
weekend we got a call from a doctor at 
John Hopkins Medical School who used it 
successfully on a dieing patient." 


ARNAR-STONE Laboratories has been 


the medical home of Zaroslinski for the 
past 12 \ears. A supplier of pharmaceu- 
tical drugs to hospitals, the laboratories 
also manufacture Americaine brand oint- 
ments and aerosol antiseptics, an over- 
the-counter medication which can be pur- 
chased at drugstores. 


"The funds for our drug research 


comes from our profits," explained Za- 
roslinski. "Virtually all of the research 
we do and the employment of our own 
scientists come from a certain proportion 
of our earnings, we also assist those clin- 
ics working on our projects." 


Of the 201) persons under employment 


at Arnar-Stone, 20 young men and wom- 
en comprise the research staff 


About three rooms of the laboratory 


building are filled with animals Ubi.-d in 
the experimentation of new drugs, like 
INTROPIN. Dogs, monkeys, rats and

guinea pigs are among the variety of ani- 
mals used. 


ZAROSLINSKI said the animals are 


raised and bred at farms under contract 
by medical firms especially for use in 
scientific experimentation. 


"If you brought in a household pet we 


couldn't use it," said Zaroslmski. "The 
dog probably has a lot of things wrong 
with it, like a weak kidney or heart, and 
the experimentation would be mean- 
ingless. 


"The animals we have here are treated 


better than at most kennels. In fact, ani- 
mal inspectors from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture come in every now 
and then to check them. 


"I can honestly say I've never seen an 


animal abused during by 12 years here. 
We have a policy thai anyone caught 
abusing an animal is fired without no- 
tice." 


Among the pharmeceutical products 


distributed by Arnar-Stone included 12 
different tablet forms of medicine. More 
than 32 million tablets were distributed 
to hospitals last year. 


ZAROSLINSKI is also working on a 


hypnotic drug called SOPOR which in- 
duces what he calls "a more natural 
sleep." 


"It was found that the more popular 


sleeping tablets gave patients, older 
patients in particular, hallucinations," he 
explained, "like going on a trip without 
taking LSD." 


"This drug was found to produce a 


sleep more closely associated with nor- 
mal sleep." 


Zaroslinski added there are a large 


number of suicides attributed to sleeping 
tablets containing barbituates. He said a 
person can take as many as 100 SOPOR 
pills without causing noticable damage, 
while 20 barbituate tablets "would in 
most cases be fatal." 


Arnar-Stone Laboratories, which was 


founded by Raymond Stone back in 1945, 
was once merely a store-front building 
on Wells Street in Chicago. 


Today it is a significant manufacturer 


of drugs in the American Hospital Supply 
Corp. 


But most important is its role ixi devel- 


oping life-saving drugs such as 
1N- 


TROPIN and SOPOR. Drugs which help 
science progress and assure longer and 
healthier lives. 


ARNAR-STONE LABORATORIES em- 
ploye Mrs. Anthony Bellania, 2424 E. 
Oakton St., Arlington Heights, oper- 
ates a machine which fills and labels 
tubes 
o-f Americaine Ointment, 
a 


product which the laboratory dis- 
tributes to hospitals and drug stores. 


The bulk of the personnel hired by 
the company lives In the Northwest 
suburban area, primarily Mount Pros- 
pect and Arlington Heights. In the 
background is Mrs. Charles Gunther, 
450 W. Rand Rd., Mount Prospect. 


How 'Charley' Looks At It

Charley is a little beagle with a big 


heart who lives at Arnar-Stonc Labora- 
tories on Kensington Road in Mount 
Prospect. 


Charley, who sports brown and black 


spots with a bit of white hair here and 
there, is one of a few do/en flogs housed 
in one of the back rooms at the labora- 
tory. And like the other dogs, Charley is 
used for experimental purposes. 


Last week Charley took time off from 


his busy daily routine to tell a Herald 
reporter just what life is all about in the 
laboratory kennel. 


"After a while it gets on a guy's 


nerves," barked the eight-month-old dog, 
prancing back and forth in his small 
metal cage. "You never really know 
what's in the needles those guys in the 
white jackets jab ya with from day to 
day 


"TIIF.Y'VK BEKN FILLING me with 


somelhin' called INTROPIN. Every dny 
they come strolling in with a needle-full 
of that stuff. They gimme overdoses to 
see how dangerous it is. Cripes, 
it's 


enough to make a guy's tail stand on 
end." 


Charley didn't always live at Arnar- 


Stonc He was born on an animal farm in 
Connecticut owned by a broker licensed 
to sell dogs like Charley to experimental 
researchers. 


All dogs used for scientific research 


are specially bred for that purpose and 
strict regulations on the care and feeding 
of the experimental animals are enforced 
by the U.S. Department of Agriculture. 


"Coming here took a little getting used 


to," explained Charley, scratching the 
wall of his cage with his forcpaw. "I was 
pretty belligerent at first. Guess it was 
'cause I was scared. 


"The humans around here treat ya 


pretty good. We get good food and a spe- 
cial diet to keep us healthy. And they let 


us run mound outside every now and 
then. 


"SOME OF THE NEW mutts . 
. they 


don't know what they're here for. They 
sit around and bark and wag their tails 
every time a white-jacket comes in here 
with that 'nice doggy.' and 'nice puppy' 
stuff. But they get wise to what it's all 
about after a while Sometimes it gets 
pretty rough, believe you me." 


Charley sat down and taking a long 


breath, paused for a moment of deep 
thought. 


"Yah. sometimes I wished I was back 


in Connecticut with the family. I kinda 


miss 'em sometimes." he said. "And 
there was a lot of room to run around. At 
least there were places where I could 
bury a bone now and then. 


"They tell me what I'm doing is good 


for mankind. That acting as a dopgy-pig 
will help people live a longer and health- 
ier life I kinda look at it different 


"Y\ SEE. THE WAY I figure it. I'm 


also helping dogkind. If people live long- 
er lives there won't be so many dogs left 
\\ ithout masters . . . left homeless 


"I figure that if what I'm doing saves 


the life of one master . . . well . . . it 
would all be worth it.''

A tentative budget of $163.950 for the 


now fiscal year was approved Thursday 
b> the Wheeling Park District boai\l 


The budget and .in appropriation ordi- 


nance I'iMclymi: tax funds for use in the 
coming vcar mu.it Iw apprised in final 
form by the district before mid-July 


Included in the $16.1.950 total are funds 


budgeted for recreation programs, for 
corporate operating expenses, for the 
new indoor swimming pool and for the 
outdoor pool 


Included in the corporate 
total of 


$70.700 are 
administrative salaries of 


S2S.050. $7,000 for the purchase of park 
sites, and $10.000 for maintenance of 
park sites. 


EMPLOYES' SALARIES include S4.680 


for a new custodian to work in the main 
park building in Heritage Park and in 
the renovated Community Church in 
Chamber of Commerce Park 


Salary for the district's superintendent, 


Ferd Arndt, is included in both the ad- 
ministrative portion of the budget and 
the recreational portion. His total salary 
is $12,250 


An expenditure of S15.000 is budgeted 


for the salaries to various instructors 
who teach district programs. 


Also included in the $42,000 recreation- 


al program portion of the budget are 
funds for supplies used in the programs. 


Total monies budgeted for operation of 


the outdoor pool are set at $21,600, while 
indoor pool expenditures are expected to 
total $29.650 including a $9,000 salary for 
a pool manager. 


Still to be finalized before the official 


budget is adopted are figures for the dis- 
trict's bond and interest fund for the up- 
coming year. Arndt said that the board 
estimates that amount will be about 
$46,000. 


Total revenue from taxes levied ex- 


pected by the district for the year is 
$166,974. In addition, other revenue will 
come from fees charged for programs 
and from rent paid by School Dist. 214 
for use of the indoor pool by Wheeling 
High School classes.

Percy: Scatter Low-Cost Housing 


"We realize the failures and the down- 


falls of the cities, and we recognize the 
terrible problems of concentrating low- 
income families in small areas . . 
we 


must disperse these families and allow 
them to raise their children in dignity." 


So Sen. Charles Percy addressed him- 


self to the question of low-income hous- 
ing in the suburbs during his visit lo 
Wheeling Township Friday. 


Asked about the federal committment 


to low-income housing and the affect of 
such housing on the suburbs, Percy em- 
phasized that the individual communities 
must provide a receptive atmosphere for 
low-income housing. 


Till-: SKX.vroR cited efforts in Rock- 


ford in which low-income housing wa.s 
scattered through the community "with 
no large concentrations of low-income 
housing." 


Percy said the Rockford 
effort 
has 


been a successful one.

Rased on a query from the regional 


counsel of the Department of Housing 
and I'rhan Development (HUD) con- 
cerning the eligibility of the Illinois Pub- 
lic Housing Authorities to qualify for fed- 
eral funds. Scott found that Illinois can 
lake advantage of the programs. 


TITI.I-: I of the Federal Housing Act of 


HMD. as amended, requires federal assis- 
tance for low-income housing to carry an 
interest rale of 8 .V8 per cent per year. 
Illinois statutes, however, set the interest 
limit at li-per cent for bonds for low-rent 
or urban renewal housing. 


In the opinion of Scott, however, the 


Illinois law applies to bonds only and 
dues nol apply to interest paid by public 
bodies. 


Thus. Scott's opinion is considered to 


eliminate a major block lo state financ- 
ing of low-income housing in Illinois. 


Sen. Charles H. Percy led a vote Fri- 


day morning on the major issues lacma 
the United States at the Law Day pro- 
gram in the gymnasium of Arlington 
High School.

people." he said. The expanse of c:'im.-->r. 
curtain framed the sandy-haired legisla- 
tor as he continued.

200 years. We've been having a qu.v! 
revolution in this country without any 
governments being overthrown 


Then Percy, who seemed incredibly 


short compared to the teen-agers he w;.- 
addressing, began to sound out hi? au- 
dience on the issues of the day.

vote. Percy questioned the audience »n 
the 18-year-old vote, gun control. G. Har- 
old Carswell. Cambodia, pollution ar.ci 
the ABM. 


The students responded with loud nay- 


on the nomination of Carswcll. the de- 
ployment of ABMs and the United Stat-, - 
intervention in Cambodia. The ayes we: e 
louder than the nays on the gu ncon:r< ': 
legislation but not much louder. 


As expected, the entire student body 


screamed "aye" on not further pollutiiv.: 
the environment. 


The strongest audience 
reaction oc- 


curred when Percy suggested America;'- 
have only two children and adopt furtlvr 
children"if they wanted to. '"The religious 
taboos have to go." he insisted. Ringing 
applause greeted his remarks. 


Commenting on the president's recent 


decision to move troops into Cambodia, 
he initiated further applause when he 
said. "You don't get out of quicksand :>y 
taking another step in." 


PERCY CALMLY answered 
student 


queries about the new draft deferment 
law. Cambodia and the Vietnaniization o: 
the war. He accepted a petition from the 
student body decrying the intervention o! 
American troops into Cambodia 
and 


promised to let his colleagues in the Sen- 
ate know how Arlington students 
feel 


about escalating the war

Tables and chairs were set up and 


manned by student and adult volunteers. 
They registered all the walkers and 
pointed out the two minor changes in the 
route Red armbands were given to the 
parade marshals. Adults volunteered to 
drive along the circuitous route to help 
with any emergency or to give someone 
a ride. 
The hikers were being sponsored for 


amounts ranging from one penny a mile 
to $">. One long-haired marcher had 14 
sponsors ."or a total of S1.9I1.

The rules for the hike were no litter- 


ing, no loitering, no walking on people's 
lawns and walking on one side of the 
street.

At 12:30 Debbi Whiting said through

Minutes later, hundreds of walkers 


carrying packs on their backs, canteens, 
oranges, Mersey bars and apples began 
to stride en masse down Maude Street.

The purpose of the John Birch Society 


is "to expose the information that affects 
you and your lo\eci ones," he told the 
students 


"The John Birch Society is an educa- 


tional society, not a political one Educa- 
tion is our strategy and truth our only 
weapon All information from the John 
Birch Society can be documented." 


LaBOCHI URGED the students to read 


material published by the society to be- 
come better informed 
about the con- 


spiracy 


"You are all involved You can work to 


defeat them, take no action at all or be 
duped into helping them. ' 


Following his presentation. LaBochi 


and John DeFnend. another 
society 


member, faced a barrage of questions 


from WHS students. 


There were outbursts when DeFriend 


said that the society "is against sex edu- 
cation as promoted by SIECUE (Sex In- 
formation and Education Council of the 
United States) because it is an attempt 
to demoralize youngsters " 


THERE WERE OTHER murmurs of 


disapproval when DeFriend added that 
the society is against sensitivity training 
because "it reduces a group to a com- 
mon denominator It takes away an indi- 
vidual's ability to reason and think for 
himself' 


DeFriend added that he doesn't feel 


the Communist Party should have the 
same rights as other American political 
parties 


"They don't have the right to be con- 


sidered a political party They use sex. 
homosexuality, lies, murder, assassina- 
tion and treason to achieve their ends 
They have no legal or moral right to ex- 
ist." 


Two points mentioned by Karl Marx as 


prerequisites for Communism are al- 
ready present in this country, according 
to a member of the John Birch Society. 


Society member John Labochi was one 


of two representatives from the organiza- 
tion who spoke Friday to Wheeling High 
School social studies classes. 


According to LaBochi. Marx said in his 


"Communist Manifesto" that countries 
moving toward Communism will ha\e "a 
heavy or progressive graduated income 


tax and centralization of credi: m a stale 
bank."

'LocaV Drug Holds 
Shock Treatment Key 


by DAVE PALERMO 


What may become the most important 


drug for the treatment of shock is cur- 
rently being developed in a modern, one- 
story brick building at HOI E. Kensington 
Rd. Mount Prospect 


The drug is called dopamme. IN- 


TROPIN is the trade name, and it was 
conceived from the scientific mind of Dr. 
John F. Zaroslinski. vice-president of re- 
search and development at Arnar-Stone 
Laboratories. Inc.. a division of Ameri- 
can Hospital Supply Corp. 


Zaroslinski. a native of Palatine, said. 


"This could be the mast important drug 
in the treatment of shock to come around 
in a long time." 


ZAROSLINSKI said there are "five 


major causes of shock in human beings." 
He said these included: 1) the inability of 
blood to adequately diffuse through the 
heart; 2) a kidney breakdown. :i) the ef- 
fect of anti-biotics used to control a 
serious infection, 4) blood clotting and 7>) 
what is known as Cardio-Genic shock, in 
which a patient doesn't respond to elec- 
tronic impulses because of serious brain 
damage. 


"In order to bring the patient around,

often be fatal.

The drug has been going through tests 


at the Arnar-Stone Laboratories for the

ZAROSLINSKI said the testing of the 


drug has included "the stability of the 
chemicals." its "activity" when injected 
into animals at the laboratory, and the 
effects of "over doses" of the drug on 
animals, called a toxicity test. 


Because the drug is undergoing what 


Zarosiinski terms "investigational ex- 
emption" by the FDA, it may be used in 
emergency cases by various medical 
men throughout the country on human 
beings. 


The drug is currently being used in

Mrs. Beverly Doering. a school nurse 


for the district, said the teams will visit 
each school in the district on the same 
day beginning at 9 a.m. and ending a; 
3:15 p.m. 


She added that the doctors will also 


visit St. Raymond's and St. Paul's ele- 
mentary schools in Mount Prospect to 
administer the shots. 


Preschool youngsters can get the vac- 


cination shots Saturday. Hay J.'i. fro:n 
noon to 3 p.m. in Gregory School. Grego- 
ry Street and Rand Road in Mount Pros- 
pect. 


Consent forms obtained by the district 


from Northwest Community Hospital w i l l 
be sent home with the children and 
"must be returned as soon as possible" 
according to Mrs. Doering. 


NO DEADLINE for the return of the 


forms was given, but she said each child 
must have the forms with them when 
they get the vaccination shots to make 
sure the parents have given their con- 
sent. 


"It is very important that any chi'.d 


between the ages of one-year-old and the 
third grade get these shots." said Mrs. 
Doering. 


The vaccination of young children is 


necessary to protect women who might 
be in the first three months of pregnancy 
from contracting the Rubella virus. 


Rubella virus has been found lo cause 


physical and mental handicaps in chil- 
dren whose mothers contracted the virus 
during the early stages of pregnancy. 


THE ENTIRE NORTHWEST suburbs 


will be covered in the mass-immuniza- 
tion program and an estimated 300.000 
children will be vaccinated by use of the 
injector gun. 


Mrs. Doering said she hopes as many 


children as possible in Dist. 57 will be 
inoculated. She said however that some 
mothers may prefer to have their oun 
family doctor give the shot. 


How 'Charley' Looks At It

Charley is a little beagle with a big 


heart who lives at Arnar-Stone Labora- 
tories on Kensington Road in Mount 
Prospecl. 


Charley, who sports brown and black 


spots with a bit of white hair here and 
there, is one of a few dozen dogs housed 
in one of the back rooms at the labora- 
tory. And like I he other dogs. Charley is 
used for experimental purposes. 


Last week Charley took time off from 


his busy daily routine to tell a Herald 
reporter just what life is all about in the 
laboratory kennel. 


"After a while it gets on a guy's 


nerves," barked the cight-month-olri dog, 
prancing back and 
forth in his small 


metal cage. "You never really know 
what's in the needles those guys in the 
white jackets jab ya with from day to 
day. 


"THEY'VE BEEN KILLING me with 


somethin' called INTROPIN. Every day 
they come strolling in with a needle-full 
of that stuff. They gimme overdoses to 
see how dangerous it is. Gripes, it's 
enough to make a guy's tail stand on 
end." 


Charley didn't always live at Arnar- 


Stone. He was born on an animal farm in 
Connecticut owned by a broker licensed 
to sell dogs like Charley to experimental 
researchers. 


Al! dogs used for scientific research 


are specially bred for that purpose and 
strict regulations on the care and feeding 
of the experimental animals arc enforced 
by the U.S. Department of Agriculture. 


"Coming here took a little getting used 


to," explained Charley, scratching the 
wall of his cage with his forcpaw. "I was 
pretty belligerent at first. Guess it was 
'cause I was scared. 


"The humans around here treat ya 


pretty good. We get good food and a spe- 
cial diet to keep us healthy. And they let 
us run around outside every now and 
then. 


"SOME OF THE NEW mutts . . . they 


don't know what they're here for. They 
sit around and bark and wag their tails 


every time a white-jacket comes in here 
with that 'nice doggy.' and 'nice puppy' 
stuff. Rut they get wise to what it's all 
about after a while. Sometimes it gels 
pretty rough, believe you me." 


Charley sat down and taking a long 


breath, paused for a moment of deep 
thought. 


"Yah. sometimes I wished I was back 


in Connecticut with the family. I kinda 
miss 'em sometimes." he said. "And 
there was a lot of room to run around. At 


least there were places where I could 
bury a bone now and then. 


"They tell me what I'm doing is good 


for mankind. That acting as a doggy-pig 
will help people live a longer and health- 
ier life. I kinda look at it different. 


"YA SEE. THE WAY I figure It. I'm 


also helping dogkind. If people live long- 
er lives there won't be so many dogs left 
without masters . . . left homeless. 


"I figure that if what I'm doing saves 


tiie life of one master . . . well . . . it 
would all be worth it." 


Percy Views Housing 


"We reali/e the failures and the down- 


falls of the cities, and \u> recognize the 
terrible problems of concentrating low- 
income families in small areas . . . we 
nuist disperse these families and allow 
them to raise their children in dignity."

THE SENATOR cited efforts in Rock- 


ford in which low-income housing was 
scattered through the community "with 
no large concentrations of lou-income 
housing." 


Percy said the Rockford effort 
has 


been a successful one.

visit, the Illinois Attorney General's of- 
fice released 
a statement which in- 


dicated that a legal opinion has been is- 
sued which "should help pave the way 
for more low income housing in Illinois."

liam Scott has seemingly erased a ques- 
tion mark concerning 
federal housiru 


funds for low-income families in Illinois. 


Based on a query from the regional 


counsel of the Department of Housiiu 
and 
Urban Development 
HL'D i con- 


cerning the eligibility of the Illinois Pub- 
lic Housing Authorities to qualify for fed- 
eral funds. Scott found that Illinois can 
take advantage of the programs. 


TITLE I of the Federal Housing Act of 


19-19. as amended, requires federal assis- 
tance for low-income housing to carry an 
interest rate of 6 3 8 per cent per year. 
Illinois statutes, however, set the interest 
limit at 6-per cent for bonds for low-rent 
or urban renewal housing. 


In the opinion of Scott, however, the 


Illinois law applies to bonds only and 
does not apply to interest paid by public 
bodies. 


Thus, Scott's opinion is considered to 


eliminate a major block to state financ- 
ing of low-income housing in Illinois.

Heights

yesterday. 


Stretched out on the green lawns, more 
than 300 youths waited for the march to 
the Northwest Opportunity Center in 
Rolling Meadows to begin. 


Tables and chairs were set up and 


manned by student and adult volunteers. 
They registered all the walkers and 
pointed out the two minor eh'anges in the 
route. Red armbands were given to the 
parade marshals. Adults volunteered to 
drive along the circuitous route to help 
with any emergency or to give someone 
a ride. 


The hikers were being sponsored for 


amounts ranging from one penny a mile 
to S3. One long-haired marcher had 14 
sponsors ."or a total of $1.98. 


"Boy, I hope I don't get an asthmatic 


attack." 


'Didn't you bring your pills?" 
'No, I forgot." 
'Well, at least you won't have to go to 


Vietnam." 


'Vietnam, hell. I'm not even going to 


register." 


Lynne Lorenz sat on the grass with two 


of her English students at Arlington High 
School. 
She said she was going to 


march the 15 miles because "her 
stu- 


dents hit her at. a weak moment. 


"Besides, I thought if I show up, then 


maybe some others will." 


The rules for the hike were no litter- 


ing, no loitering, no walking on people's 
lawns and walking on one side of the 
street. 


"I bad trouble getting adult sponsors. 


They kept asking me 'What is it going to 
prove?' It will prove that we care. And it 
will demonstrate that we're doing more 
than they arc." 


At 12:30 Debbi Whiting said through 


the loudspeaker, ''I hope you all have 
maps because I don't want anyone get- 
ting lost." 


Minutes later, hundreds of walkers 


carrying packs on their backs, canteens, 


oranges. Hersey bars and apples began 
to stride en masse down Maude Street. 


"I didn't have any trouble getting adult 


sponsors. They seemed to know that wo 
gotta' do somethin' to help people who 
got mittin.' " 


The marshals were screaming for ev- 


eryone to get on the sidewalks but a lot 
of the crowd was on the street. Police 
and marshal's cars followed the hike. 
Soon everyone was back or. the sidewalk, 
holding hards, throwing a softball. laueh- 
ing and running. 


A left on Kennicott and then a right on 


Thomas at the edge of the Sherwood sub- 
division. A policeman directed 
traffic 


ar.d a smilir.a woman raised her baby up 
above her shoulder and waved to u.-. 
Someone had parked a car in th-2 middle 
of the driveway and everyone had to 
walk out on the street to avoid walkir.u 
on the lawn. 


A black doe barked as we went down 


Race Street. Faces behind curtained win- 
dows stared. Some grinned and others 
looked disbelievingly as the snake of hu- 
manity wound its way along.

Two women on Belmont Street were

sued which "should help pave the way 
for more low income housing in Illinois." 


An opinion by State Atty. General Wil- 


liam Scott has seemingly erased a ques- 
tion mark concerning 
federal housing 


funds for low-income families in Illinois. 


Based on a query from the regional 


counsel of the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development ( H U D ) con- 
cerning the eligibility of the Illinois Pub- 
lic Housing Authorities to qualify for fed- 
oral funds, Scott found that Illinois can 
take advantage of the programs. 


TITI.K I of the Federal Housing Act of 


Kiln, as amended, requires federal assis- 
tance for low-income housing to carry an 
interest rale of fi 3 K per cent per year. 
Illinois statutes, however, set the interest 
limit at li-per cent for bonds for low-rent 
or urban renewal housing. 


In the opinion of Scott, however, the 


Illinois law applies to bonds only and 
docs not apply to interest paid by public 
bodies. 


Thus, Scott's opinion is considered to 


eliminate a major block to state financ- 
ing of low-income housing in Illinois.

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'LocaV Drug Holds 
Shock Treatment Key 


by DAVE PALERMO 


What may become-the most important 


drug for the treatment of shock is cur- 
rently being developed in a modern, one- 
story bnck building at 601 E. Kensington 
Rd . Mount Prospect. 


The drug is called dopamine. IN- 


TROPIN is the trade name, ami it was 
conceived from the scientific mind of Dr. 
John F Zaroslinski. vice-president of re- 
search and development at Arnar-Stone 
Laboratories. Inc., a division of Ameri- 
can Hospital Supply Corp. 


Zaroslinski, a native of Palatine, said, 


"This could be the mast important drug 
in the treatment of shock to come around 
in a long time." 


ZAROSLINSKI said there are "five 


major causes of shock in human beings." 
He said these included: 1) the inability of 
blood to adequately diffuse through the 
heart; 2) a kidney breakdown; 3) the ef- 
fect of anti-biotics used to control 
a 


serious infection, 4) blood clotting and 5) 
what is known as Cardio-Genic shock, in 
which a patient doesn't respond to elec- 
tronic impulses because of serious brain 
damage. 


"In order to bring the patient around, 


the drugs used today increase the 


amount of work that has to be done by 
the heart to increase the outflow of blood 
b\ the heart," he explained. ''This can 
often be fatal. 


"INTROPIN 
stimulates 
the 
failing 


heart and opens up the kidney while put- 
ting a minimum amount of effort on the 
heart." 


The drug has been going through tests 


at the Arnar-Stone Laboratories for the 
past seven years and is currently under- 
going review by the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration (FDA) to determine its 
safety and effectiveness. 


ZAROSLINSKI said the testing of the 


drug has included "the stability of the 
chemicals," its ''activity" when injected 
into animals at the laboratory, and the 
effects of "over doses" of the drug on 
animals, called a toxicity test. 


Because the drug is undergoing what 


Zaroslinski terms 'Investigational ex- 
emption" by the FDA, it may be used in 
emergency cases by various medical 
men throughout the country on human 
beings. 


The drug is currently being used in 


clinical studies at 40 major medical cen- 
ters in the U.S., including John Hopkins, 
Harvard, Stanford, UCLA, Emory and

Dog's Life? This 


Is How He Sees It

Charley is a little beagle with a big 


heart who lives at Arnar-Stone Labora- 
tories on Kensington Road in Mount 
Prospect. 


Charley, who sports brown and black 


spots with a bit of white hair here and 
there, is one of a few dozen dogs housed 
in one of the back rooms at the labora- 
tory. And like the other dogs. Charley is 
used for experimental purposes. 


Last week Charley took time off from 


his busy daily routine to tell a Herald 
reporter just what life is all about in the 
laboratory kennel. 


"After a while it gets on a guy's 


nerves," barked the eight-month-old dog, 
prancing back and forth in his small 
metal cage. "You never really know 
what's in the needles those guys in the 
white jackets jab ya with from day to 
day. 


"THEY'VE BEEN FILLING me with 


somethin' called INTROPIN. Every day 
they come strolling in with a needle-full 
of that stuff. They gimme overdoses to 
see how dangerous it is. Gripes, it's 
enough to make a guy's tail stand on 
end." 


Charley didn't always live at Arnar- 


Stone. He was born on an animal farm in 
Connecticut owned by a broker licensed 
to sell dogs like Charley to experimental 
researchers. 


AH dogs used for scientific research 


are specially bred for that purpose and 
strict regulations on the care and feeding 
of the experimental animals are enforced 


Columbia University Medical Schools, as 
well as the National Institute of Health. 
Bethesda, MD. 


' Every few weeks we get a call from 


someone who used the drug successful- 
ly." said Zaroslinski. "In fact, just this 
weekend we got a call from a doctor at 
John Hopkins Medical School v\ho used it 
successfully on a dieina patient." 


ARNAR-STONE Laboratories has been 


the medical home of Zaroslinski for the 
past 12 years. A supplier of pharmaceu- 
tical drugs to hospitals, the laboratories 
also manufacture Amencaine brand oint- 
ments and aerosol antiseptics, an over- 
the-counter medication which can be pur- 
chased at drugstores. 


''The funds for our drug research 


comes from our profits." explained Za- 
roslinski. "Virtually all of the research 
we do and the employment of our own 
scientists come from a certain proportion 
of our earnings, we also assist those clin- 
ics working on our projects." 


Of the 200 persons under employment 


at Arnar-Stone, 20 young men and wom- 
en comprise the research staff. 


About three rooms of the laboratory 


building are filled with animals used in 
the experimentation of new druss, like 
INTROPIN. Dogs, monkeys, rats and 
guinea pigs are among the variety of ani- 
mals used. 


ZAROSLINSKI said the animals arc 


raised and bred at farms under contract 
by medical firms especially for use in 
scienlific experimentation. 


''If you brought in a household pet \\c 


couldn't use it," said Zaroslinski. "The 
dog probably has a lot of things wrong 
with it, like a weak kidney or heart, and 
the experimentation would 
lye mean- 


ingless. 


"The animals we have here are treated 


better than at most kennels. In fact, ani- 
mal inspectors from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture come in every now 
and then to check them. 


"I can honestly say I've never seen an 


animal abused during by 12 years here. 
We have a policy that anyone caught 
abusing an animal is fired without no- 
tice.'' 


Among the pharmeceutical products 


distributed by Arnar-Stone included 12 
different tablet forms of medicine. More 
than 32 million tablets were distributed 
to hospitals last year. 


ZAROSLINSKI is also working on 
;> 


hypnotic drug called SOPOR which in- 
duces what he calls "a more natural 
sleep." 


"II was found that the more popular 


sleeping tablets gave 
patients, older 


patients in particular, hallucinations." he 
explained, "like going on a trip \uthout 
taking LSD." 


"This drug was found to produce a 


sloop more closely associated with nor- 
mal .sleep." 


Zaroslinski added there arc a largo 


number of suicides attributed to sleeping 
tablets containing barbituatcs. lie said a 
person can take as many as UK) SOPOR 
pills without causing noticablo damage.

'LocaV Drug Holds 
Shock Treatment Key 


by DAVE PALERMO 


What may become the most important 


clrue for the treatment of shock is cur- 
rently being developed in a modern, one- 
«tory brick building at t>0! E Kensington 
Rd . Mount Prospect 


The drug is called clopamme. IN- 


TROPIN is the trade name, and it was 
conceived from the scientific mind of Dr. 
John F. Zaroslir.ski. vice-president of i-e- 
seareh and development at Arnar-Stone 
Laboratories. Inc.. a division o: Ameri- 
can Hospital -Supply Corp. 


Zarcsiinski. a native of Palatine, said. 


"This could be the most important drug 
in the treatment of shock to come around 
in a long time." 


ZAKOSLINSKI said there are 
"five 


ma;or causes of shock in human beings." 
He said these included: 1) the inability of 
blood to adequately diffuse through the 
heart; 2) a kidney breakdown; 3) the ef- 
fect of anti-biotics used to control a 
serious infection. 4) blood clotting and 5) 
what is known as Cardio-Genic shock, in 
which a patient doesn't respond to elec- 
tronic impulses because of serious brain 
damage. 


"In order to bring the patient around, 


the 
drugs used 
today 
increase the 


amount of work that has to be done by 
the heart to increase the outflow of blood 
by the heart," he explained. 'This can 
often be fatal. 


••INTROPIN 
stimulates 
the 
failing 


heart and opens up the kidney while put- 
ting a minimum amount of effort on the 
heart." 


The drug !UH been going through tests 


at the Arnar-Stor.e Laboratories for the 
past seven years and is currently under- 
going review by the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration 
:FDA> to determine 
its 


safety and effectiveness. 


ZAROSLINSKI said the testing of the 


drug has included "the stability of the 
chemicals." its "activity" when injected 
into animals at the laboratory, and the 
effects of "over doses" of the drug on 
animals, called a toxicity test. 


Because the drug is undergoing what 


Zaroslinski terms "investigational ex- 
emption" by the FDA, it may be used in 
emergency cases by various 
medical 


men throughout the country on human 
beings. 


The drug is currently being used in 


clinical studies at 40 major medical cen- 
ters in the U.S., including John Hopkins, 
Harvard, Stanford, UCLA, Emory and 


Columbia University Med.cal Schools, as 
wel! as the National Institute of Health. 
Bethesda. MD. 


"Every feu weeks ue sot a cr.F. from 


someone who used the drua successful- 
ly." said Zaroslinski "In fact, just this 
weekend we got a call from a doctor at 
John Hopkins Medical School who used it 
successfully on a diem? patient." 


\R\AR-STONE Laborator';e> ha< Ixer, 


the medical home of Zaro^iirLski Cor the 
past U \ears. A supplier of pharmaceu- 
tical drugs to hospitals, the laboratoni- 
also manufacture Amencaine brand oint- 
ments and aerosol antiseptics, an o\ cr- 
the-courter medication \\hich can be pur- 
chased at drugstores. 


"The 
funds for our drug research 


comes from our profits." explained ?,;•.- 
roslinskl. ''Virtually all of the research 
we do and the employment of our own 
scientists come from a certain proportion 
of our earnings. \\e also assist those clin- 
ics working on our projects." 


Of the 200 persons under employment 


at Arnar-Stone. 20 young men and wom- 
en comprise the research staff 


About three rooms of the labora*oi\ 


building are filled with animals used in 
the experimentation of new drugs, like 
INTROPIN. Dogs, monkeys, rats 
and 


guinea pigs are among the variety of an1- 
mals used. 


ZAROSLINSKI said the animal-, are 


raised and bred at farms under contract 
by medical firms especially for use :n 
scientific experimentation. 


"If you brought in a household pel we 


couldn't use it." said Zaroslinski. "The 
dog probably has a lot of things wrorm 
with it. like a weak kidney or hearl. and 
the experimentation would bo mean- 
ingless 


"The animals we have hero are trealed 


better than at most kennels. In fact, ani- 
mal inspectors from Ihe L'.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture come in every now 
and then to check them.

Dog's Life? This 


Is How He Sees It

Charley is a little beagle with a big 


heart who lives at Arnar-Stone Labora- 
tories on Kensington Road in Mount 
Prospect. 


Charley, who sports brown and black 


spots with a bit of white hair here and 
there, is one of a few dozen dogs housed 
in one of the back rooms at the labora- 
tory. And like the other dogs, Charley is 
used for experimental purposes. 


Last week Charley look lime off from 


his busy daily routine to toll a Herald 
reporter just what life is all about in the 
laboratory kennel. 


"After a while it pets on a guy's 


nerves." barked the eight-month-old dog, 
prancing back and forth in his small 
metal cage. "You 
never 
really 
know 


what's in the needles those guys in the 
white jackets jab ya with from day to 
day. 


"THKY'VE BEEN FILLING me with 


somethin' called INTROPIN. Every day 
they come strolling in with a needle-full 
of that stuff. They gimme overdoses to 
see how dangerous it is. Cripes. it's 
enough to make a guy's tail stand on 
end." 


Charley didn't always live at Arnar- 


Stone. He was born on an animal farm in 
Connecticut owned by a broker licensed 
to sell dogs like Charley to experimental 
researchers 


All dogs used for scientific research 


are specially bred for that purpose and 
strict regulations on the care and feeding 
of the experimental animals are enforced 


in I lie U.S. Department of Agriculture. 


"Coming here took a little gelling used 


to." explained Charley, scratching the 
wall of his cage with his forepaw. "I \\as 
pretty belligerent at first Guess it was 
'cause I was scared. 


"The humans around here treat ya 


pretty good. We get good food and a spe- 
cial diet to keep us healthy. And they let 
us run around outside e\ery now and 
then. 


"SOME OK THE NEW mutts 
. . they 


don't know what they're here for. They 
sit around and bark and wag their tails 
every time a white-jacket comes in here 
with that 'nice doggy,' and 'nice puppy' 
stuff. But they get wise to what it's all 
about after a while. Sometimes it pets 
pretty rough, believe you me." 


Charley sat down and taking a long 


breath, paused for a moment of deep 
thought. 


"Yah. sometimes I wished I was back 


in Connecticut with the family. I kinda 
miss 'em sometimes," he said. "And 
there was a lot of room to run around. At 
least there were places where I could 
bury a bone now and then.

PROM PLAYBOY IUNNIES to the Northwest suburbs in 
one month is quate a change. G. Donald Ellion, new

Donald Ellison is an admittedly im- 


patient man. 


As new general manager for the Ar- 


lington Park Hotel, he's impatient for the 
changes to begin. The changes that will 
implement his idea of four different 
types of entertainment inside the hotel 
within six weeks. 


Before coming to the Northwest sub- 


urbs, Ellison had a job that most men 
would leave their wives for. He was in 
charge of food and beverages at the 
Lake Geneva Playboy Club and Hotel. In 
his employ were more than 300 bunnies. 


"The 
bunnies reported to a bunny 


mother who reported to me," 
Ellison 


said. "I made it a point not to get to 
know any of them too well. 


"I was the old man and that's the way

The 41-year-old "old man" started in 


the hotel business when he was 14 as a 
busboy in Chicago's Morrison Hotel. Pri- 
or to his twc-year stint at Playboy, Elli-

ible.' But they will be learning cynicism, 
not patriotism . . ." 


THE KERNER Commission also says, 


"We cannot escape responsibility for 
choosing the future of our metropolitan 
areas and the future of human relations 
which develop within them. It is a re- 
sponsibility so critical that even an un- 
conscious choice to continue present pol- 
icies has the gravest implications." 


The group's statement further states, 


". . . Although the details of any such 
development would have to be approved 
by the Viatorians, the ocncerned citizens 
and the village officials, our group is 
committed to a high quality, attractive, 
low-rise development which would in- 


clude upper, middle and lower income 
levels. 


"The time has come for citizens from 


the city and the suburbs to come together 
out of a desire to do something positive 
about the racial crisis in our country 
We invite the citizens of Arlington 
Heights, and indeed, the citizens of the 
entire Northwest area to join us in insur- 
ing the existence of an America united in 
faith for our children." 


IN ANOTHER statement on the Via- 


torian land issue, the Arlington Heights 
Clergy Fellowship said, "We realize that 
it would be presumptuous not to recog- 


nize that this decision lies within the 
province of the Viatorian Order, but we 
offer our prayers for the Viatorians as 
they seek the guidance of the one Lord of 
us all . . 


"We also agree with the general prin- 


ciple that critical need for low and mod- 
erate income housing for the white, black 
and brown Americans in the Northwest 
area is a matter of moral concern for us 
all. and is a need which ought to be 
met "

at the immunization center at Carl Sand- 
burg School on May 23.

all operations that may have contributed 
to air pollution." Specifically, this means 
the fogging operations previously prac- 
ticed by the NMAD, Thompson said. 


The letter continued: "The program of 


residential spraying will be continued by 
the district when necessary." Mitchell in 
his letter maintains that mist spraying is 
as effective as fogging. 


Thompson noted that Mitchell has been 


invited to appear at the next meeting of 
the municipal conference scheduled for 
May 20 in Harrington. However, Mitchell 
has not yet said he will be there. 


Among other things, said Thompson, 


conference members are expected 
to 


question Mitchell on the effectiveness of 
mist spraying vs. fogging. Thompson 
pointed out the pollution does not result 
from the fogging or spraying itself, but 
instead from the chemicals used in the 
operation. 


"If they can show us that whatever 


they are fogging or spraying with is not 
poison, then fine. I had recommended to 
our (village) health board to wait until 
t h e upcoming municipal 
conference 


meeting before making any decisions." 


THOMPSr 
'NDICATED that Buffalo 


Grove villa^ 
'icials won't be the only 


ones questioning Mitchell: "Other mem- 
bers of the conference besides Buffalo 
Grove are concerned.

cerned as to whether their citizens are 
getting their money's worth from the dis- 
trict and whether or not there is pollu- 
tion." 


Thompson said, "I would not want to 


prejudge the abatement district. But, if 
the towns in the area act as a body, we 
might be able to do something.
